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BRITISH AUTOBIOGRAPHICAL 
LITERATURE IL. 


A. C. WARD 


IN the first seven years of the twentieth century came three autobiographical 
books which indicated that certain ideals cherished in the Victorian Age 
were no longer inviolable. None of the three is a formal record of its author's 
life, but each throws light on the development of individual character. 
Samuel Butler’s The Way of All Flesh (1903. Reprints: 1933, Everyman's 
Library, Dent, 6s.; 1936, World’s Classics, Oxford University Press, 6s.; 
1947, Penguin, 2s.6d.; 1954, Collins New Classics, 5s.6d.) is in form 
wholly a novel, but the young Ernest Pontifex has elements of Butler 
himself, and the Rev. Theodore is a scarifying projection of his father, 
a headmaster and church dignitary. Oscar Wilde’s De Profundis (1905. 
Complete text, 1949, Methuen, 12s.6d.), an essay in moral self-examination, 
carried in the 1900’s a prison taint, and a generation went by before it was 
newly regarded as a minor literary classic. 

The initial offence given by The Way of All Flesh and by Edmund Gosse’s 
Father and Son (1907. Reprints: 1941, Heinemann; 1949, Penguin) arose 
from the belief that both wantonly defied the fifth commandment— 
‘honour thy father and thy mother’—which was vital to the upholding of 
parental authority and the stability of family life. Butler, it is true, made 
a savage attack upon current beliefs, and rebutting antagonism was 
inevitable. It is harder now, however, to understand the state of mind of 
those who were blind to the delicacy and humour, the loving yet sad 
comprehension, in Gosse’s portrayal of his parents, and of his own diver- 
gence from their ways.

Almost simultaneously with Butler’s acrid yet exhilarating book appeared 
George Gissing’s Private Papers of Henry Ryecroft (1903. Reprint, 1953, 
Phoenix House, 9s.6d.). Gissing died in the same year, and under the cloak 
of an imaginary Ryecroft he had composed this sentiment-saturated though 
engaging coda to his largely distressful life, during which he had written 
a succession of sombre realistic novels. At last, in the happy solitude of a 
country cottage, he recollected through a veil of tranquillity past tribu- 
lations which enhanced by contrast the peaceful comfort into which he had 
escaped. A very different life is displayed in W. H. Davies’s Autobiography of 
a Super-Tramp (1908. Reprint, 1955, Cape, 10s.6d.). Although Davies's 
rough and restless early wanderings as a hobo and casual worker in Britain 
and America contrasted sharply with the limpid simplicity of the nature 
poetry which later made him famous, he accepted life on its own terms and 
encountered its buffetings with a good heart. 


Theatre historians owe much to the innumerable autobiographies of stage 
personalities, but of all such published in this century Ellen Terry’s The 
Story of My Life (1908) stands alone as having intrinsic literary interest and 
force of character. The great majority of players are remembered only 
through the parts they create, but Ellen Terry had greatness as a woman. 
The letters between herself and Bernard Shaw, published as Ellen Terry 
and Bernard Shaw: A Correspondence (1931. Reprint, 1949, Reinhardt, 25s.) 
prove her ability to meet an outstanding intellect on common ground; 
and in its final form as Ellen Terry’s Memoirs, edited by Edith Craig and 
Christopher St. John (1933, Gollancz), her story merits revival. 


While the autobiographical writings of George Moore and Joseph 
Conrad have a notable place in this particular category, they are also 
important in the whole canon of their authors’ works. Moore’s Confessions 
of a Young Man (1917. Reprint, 1939, Penguin) gave glimpses of his early 
life, mainly in Paris, but it was in Hail and Farewell (‘Ave’, 1911; ‘Salve’, 
1912; ‘Vale’, 1914. New edition 1947, 3 vols., Heinemann, 15s. each vol.) 
that he achieved an audacious masterpiece of autobiography which survived 
the angry strictures of those who deplored its indiscretions. Moore 
surveyed without rose-coloured spectacles the leaders of the Irish literary 
revival and other contemporaries, and presented a lively panorama of 
the period. W. B. Yeats’s Autobiographies (1955, Macmillan; reprint in hand) 
should stand beside Moore’s, to which they are in some measure comple- 
mentary, and also occasionally a corrective. 

All Joseph Conrad’s novels and tales are interpenetrated by recollections 
of his own experiences. The two volumes of direct autobiography, 
A Personal Record (1916) and The Mirror of the Sea (1906. Reprint, 1949, 
Uniform Edition, Methuen, 6s.; the two issued in one vol. in the Collected 
Edition, 1946, Dent, 8s.6d.), published in reverse order of the phases of 
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Conrad’s life with which they deal, are, like all his writings, works of 
studied literary art. They look back upon his progress from a Polish land- 
owner’s child to a captain in the British merchant service, seen as through a 
diffracting lens, for Conrad’s prose always shimmers with indirect lights. 

In Far Away and Long Ago (1918. Reprints, Dent: 1951, Uniform Edition, 
8s.6d.; 1954, Everyman’s Library, 6s.) W. H. Hudson, the naturalist, des- 
cribed his early life on the South American pampas. Written when he 
was old, and long after he settled in England, it recovers the past in serene 
and luminous prose. 

The Journal of a Disappointed Man (1919. Reprint, 1948, Penguin, 2s.6d.) 
by W. N. P. Barbellion (pseudonym of Bruce Cummings) analyses without 
morbidity and with scientific precision his thoughts and sensations during 
the progress of an incurable disease. 

The studies of childhood which have been a distinctive twentieth-century 
contribution to autobiography stepped from Gosse’s Father and Son to Percy 
Lubbock’s Earlham (1922. Reprint, 1926, Cape), an account of boyhood 
with a Quaker family in Norfolk. There, young Lubbock was in harmony 
with the quictude and modest virtues of a religious household governed 
by humility and charity. Mary MacCarthy’s A Nineteenth-Century Childhood 
(1924. Reprint, 1948, Hamish Hamilton, 6s.) may be taken as a companion 
to Earlham, by a woman born in the 1880's ‘into a sheltered, comfortable, 
religious, and literary circle’ as the seventh of a family of eight fathered by 
the Vice-Provost of Eton College. To a similar genre and milieu belong 
Frank Kendon’s The Small Years (1930. 2nd edition, 1950, Cambridge 
University Press, 15s.) and Gwen Raverat’s Period Piece: A Cambridge 
Childhood (1952, Faber, 21s.). Kendon writes of his early days as a school- 
master’s child in Kent, and Mrs. Raverat of her more varied memories, 
including visits to her famous grandfather Charles Darwin. Three Houses 
(1930, Oxford University Press; reprint, 12s.6d.) by Angela Thirkell, who 
has since become a popular novelist, gives through a child’s eyes vignettes 
of people and places in old Kensington and Rottingdean, where she had 
family connections with the Morris, Burne-Jones, and Kipling circle. 

The Journal of Katherine Mansfield (1927. Definitive edition, 1954, 
Constable, 45s.) is an essential pendant to the other writings of the young 
New Zealander who turned English short-story writing into new paths. 
‘She suffered greatly, she delighted greatly’, and both her suffering and 
her delight quicken the pages of her journal. 

Among the writers brought to notice by the First World War, Siegfried 
Sassoon leapt into fame with his small book of anti-war poems, Counter 
Attack. After the war his literary reputation was consolidated by the auto- 
biographical Memoirs of a Fox-Hunting Man (1928) and Memoirs of an 
Infantry Officer (1930), detailing (under the pseudonym George Sherston) his 
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life as a country gentleman and as a soldier (issued in one volume—with a 
third book, Sherston’s Progress, added—as The Complete Memoirs of George 
Sherston: 1937. Reprint, 1949, Faber, 153.). 

Sir Winston Churchill’s later fame as a great statesman and a great 
historian overshadow his My Early Life (1930. Reprint, 1942, Macmillan; 
transferred to Odhams Press, 9s.), which is nevertheless an enthralling 
account of his doings up to the date of his marriage in 1908. It contains, 
incidentally, one of the finest of all escape stories, describing how Churchill 
got free from the Boers in 1899 during the South African War. 


It has been said that, although Arnold Bennett made his way from a 
smallish midland town to the centres of metropolitan life and to the top 
of the literary and social scale, he remained always a provincial. In so far 
as this may be true, it was reflected in the ceaseless curiosity which makes 
The Journals of Arnold Bennett (4 vols., 1930-33. One-vol. selection, 1954, 
Penguin, 3s.6d.) an open window, as it were, upon the life of his time. 
Frank Swinnerton, introducing the Penguin volume, points to “Bennett’s 
gift of observation, his power to appreciate all kinds of writing, painting, 
and music, his industry, and . . . unremitting candour’. 

H. G. Well’s Experiment in Autobiography (2 vols., 1934, Gollancz) abounds 
in information about its remarkable author, but his awareness of having 
become a public figure robs his self-portrait of ease and intimacy, though 
not of a flavouring of astringent acidity. 


There is widespread agreement that while Rudyard Kipling’s Something 
of Myself (1937, Macmillan, 8s.6d.; Pocket Edition, 6s.) signposts usefully 
some of the paths he followed, either through innate reticence or through 
self-mystification it tells next to nothing of the interior Kipling. On the 
other hand, however true may be Somerset Maugham’s contention that 
The Summing Up (1938. Reprint, 1948, Collected Edition, Heinemann, 
12s.6d.; also reprinted with A Writer’s Notebook in one vol., The Partial View, 
1954, 15s.) is not an autobiography, like all his books it conveys an intimate 
impression of his personality. The Summing Up, he says, ‘is about certain 
subjects that are important to me and it is about myself because I can only 
treat of these subjects as they have affected me’. 

However venturesome it may be to attempt to forecast posterity’s 
opinion, Flora Thompson’s Lark Rise to Candleford (3 vols., 1939-43. Reprint, 
one vol., 1954, World’s Classics, Oxford University Press, 8s.6d.) is surely 
destined for permanence in literature. The English village life it recreates is 
scarcely more than half a century away, yet it already seems a far distant 
phase of human history. Through Flora Thompson’s recollections, however, 
it lives again for as long as any value is put upon simplicity and contentment, 
and upon honesty in life and labour. On a smaller scale, Anne Treneer’s 
School House in the Wind (1944, Cape, 7s.6d.) does for rural life in Cornwall 
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something of what Lark Rise to Candleford does for the Oxfordshire- 
Northamptonshire border country. A Cornish Childhood (1942, Cape, 
12s.6d.) by A. L. Rowse is more sophisticated. 

Professional authors appear often to be handicapped as autobiographers 
by the burden of literary self-consciousness. Style weighs down the man. 
Sir Herbert Read’s Annals of Innocence and Experience (1946, Faber, 10s.6d.) 
tells in its first part—‘The Innocent Eye’—of his Yorkshire childhood; the 
eye, however, is the eye of adult experience, the experience of a grown poet 
and of the wartime soldier who speaks in the later part of the book—‘In 
Retreat’. 


The extracts from the twenty-six manuscript volumes of Virginia Woolf’s 
diary published posthumously as A Writer's Diary (1953, Hogarth Press, 
21s.) are too narrowly selective to give a balanced impression of the author’s 
self, though they provide an informative background to her novels. 


Those born into literary families tend to betray signs of mental inbreeding 
which produces a somewhat stifling effect in autobiography. Their close-up 
view of other celebrities and their conscientious attitude to world affairs 
give special interest to Stephen Spender’s World Within World (1951, 
Hamish Hamilton, 15s.), David Garnett’s The Golden Echo and The Flowers 
of the Forest (1953 and 1955, Chatto, 21s. each), and John Lehmann’s The 
Whispering Gallery (1955, Longmans, 21s.), but the more engaging personal 
attractions of autobiography are less evident. It is otherwise with Richard 
Church’s Over the Bridge (1955, Heinemann, 18s.), which holds attention 
by concentrating upon the early slow growth and later rapid unfolding 
of a personality in unpropitious circumstances. We are subtly inducted into 
genuine knowledge of and affectionate regard for the boy and his family, 
obscure but not unremarkable people. Another distinguished poet and 
critic, Edwin Muir, tells in An Autobiography (2nd edition, 1954, Hogarth 
Press, 18s.) of his arduous progress from boyhood in the Orkneys, through 
a variety of experiences in several countries until his installation as Warden 
of a Scottish residential college for adult education. 


Largest in scale and first in importance among the directly autobio- 
graphical works of this century, Sir Osbert Sitwell’s Left Hand, Right Hand 
(5 vols., 1944-50, Macmillan, Vols. 1-3, 15s. each; Vol. 4, 18s.; Vol. 5, 21s.), 
conceived as a master work and written in the grand manner, fulfils its 
author’s ambitious intentions and is unsurpassed as a gallery of characters 
and a portrait of an age. 


Mr. A. C. Ward, whose writings include Twentieth-Century Literature, 1901-1940, is also the 
author of other books on literature and painting. He wrote the pamphlet on Bernard Shaw in 
the Bibliographical Supplements to British Book News, and later a full study of Shaw in Longmans’ 
‘Men and Books’ series. He has edited several volumes in the “World’s Classics’ series and has 
recently completed an Illustrated History of English Literature in three volumes.

The work brings to 
notice the considerable literature which exists in different libraries on this subject of 
rapidly growing importance.

(Reader’s Guides, Second Series, 8) 

One of the best known dramatic critics writes a fascinating introduction to a useful 

annotated reading list, covering selected plays and critical and biographical studies of 

the dramatists from 1800 to date, arranged chronologically. The theatre has had its 
poets from Thomas Lovell Beddoes and Lord Byron down to T. S. Eliot and 

Christopher Fry, but, as the compiler points out, the union of poet and technician 

has been very rare indeed, and ‘we wait still for the new major poet who is a master 

technician’. (016-822) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


EAST AND WEST. Some Reflections. Radhakrishnan. Allen & Unwin, 
10s.6d. 1956. 22 cm. 140 pages. Index. (Beatty Memorial Lectures. First Series) 
The author is both a man of wisdom in the great tradition of the East and a scholar 
whose knowledge of Western civilisation is wide and profound. This lends to his 
work a synoptic quality which few western thinkers have attained in our day. He 
rejects the prevalent view that there is a western and an eastern outlook which needs 
to be ‘bridged’. The basic spiritual outlook of both west and east still survives, but 
differences have arisen which, hardening into dogmas, have tended to injure both 
traditions. The sections on Hinduism, Buddhism, and Chinese thought are of 
especial interest, and there are some important remarks on early Indian Christianity. 
An appendix on Indian science will correct many misapprehensions. (109) 


WITCHCRAFT IN CENTRAL AFRICA AND _ EUROPE. 
J. T. Munday. United Society for Christian Literature: Lutterworth Press, 38.6d. 1956. 
18-5 cm. 100 pages. Paper covers. 

The Rev. J. T. Munday is Rector of Broken Hill, Northern Rhodesia, and his 

purpose in this small but valuable study is to outline the history of the idea of magic 

in Europe and to compare and contrast it with the magical beliefs.of the Lala people 
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of Northern Rhodesia, of whom he has a long and intimate knowledge. He sees the 
continuing belief in magic in Northern Rhodesia as a real danger to progress for 
the people, but indicates that there are many factors which make its eradication 


difficult. (133-4) 


HEAVEN AND HELL. Aldous Huxley. Chatto & Windus, 7s.6d. 1956. 
19°5 cm. 88 pages. 
This little work must be read as a sequel or perhaps as a continuation of The Doers of 
Perception in which the author described his experiences under the influence of 
mescalin. It is a tantalising and puzzling document: some will feel that Huxley is on 
dangerous ground in appearing to advocate ‘short cuts’ to mystical insight and 
possession. His general argument is that certain drugs, artifacts, precious stones 
and even firework displays are the means whereby man has endeavoured to transport 
himself from commonplace experience to a knowledge of the eternal light of the 
Absolute. The author’s erudition and curiosity are as much in evidence as ever; but 
in admitting that ‘induced’ sensations may lead to hell as well as to heaven, he fails 
satisfactorily to explain how such experiments may be controlled. It is to be hoped 
that this vital question will be tackled in another book. (152)

FROM DARKNESS TO LIGHT. A Confession of Faith in the form of 
an anthology. Victor Gollancz. Gollancz, 15s. 1956. 20°5 cm. 668 pages. 
3 illustrations. 7 musical examples. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
This is an anthology but with a difference. It forms a consecutive whole, to be regarded 
as though it were a continuous piece of writing by one hand. The theme is the 
movement from the dark night of the soul to the light which comes from the vision 
of unchanging truth upon the problems of time and eternity. As in Mr. Gollancz’s 
previous anthology, the material is selected from a wide variety of sources—prose, 
poetry and music—and writers of all ages and races contribute their wisdom. Mr. 
Gollancz has provided a generous feast. (208) 


GOD’S IRON. A Life of the Prophet Jeremiah. George A. Birmingham. 
Reissue. Bles, 16s. 1956. 22 cm. 256 pages. Index. 
Here is a reissue of a book—the stocks of the first edition were destroyed by enemy 
action—which will have a wide appeal, not only because in it a writer with a gift 
for telling a story has a fascinating theme, the life and teaching of one of the greatest 
and certainly the most appealing of the prophets, but also because the Book of 
Jeremiah suffers from a lack of arrangement and a disregard of chronology which 
confuse the ordinary reader. The late George Birmingham (the Rev. J. O. Hannay) 
brought to his task imagination and sympathy, but he was careful also to use the 
researches of Biblical scholars. The result is a vivid and readable biography. (224-2) 


STUDIES IN THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. Martin Dibelius. 
Edited by Heinrich Greeven. Translated from the German by Mary Ling. 
S.C.M. Press, 25s. 1956. 23 cm. 238 pages. Indexes. 

The late Professor Dibelius was the pioneer of the Form-historical method, an 

investigation of the oral tradition which finds literary expression in the Gospels. 

While Acts presents a different and more complicated problem, the author examines 

in this series of essays—all but two of which have appeared in periodicals and 

symposiums—the tradition used by Luke, analyses the style of the speeches and stories, 
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and seeks to determine the relative contributions of tradition and literary composition. 
Special attention is to be directed to the essays on the stylistic criticism of Acts, Paul 
in Athens, the Acts as an historical source, and the first Christian historian. The book, 
which is fully annotated and well translated, is an important addition to the literature 
of its theme. (226-6) 


THE RELIGIO MEDICI and Other Writings. Sir Thomas Browne. 
New introduction by Halliday Sutherland. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1956. 18-5 cm. 
306 pages. Glossary. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library). 

While there are six writings of Sir Thomas Browne in this volume, his name is 

associated with the most notable among them—the Religio Medici. Outside the circle 

of scholars, the remaining five are hardly known. The Religio Medici is a confession of 
faith by a sincere, charitable and humble man who rejoiced in his religion and in the 

Church to which he belonged. The new introduction to this edition gives a brief 

account of the life of Sir Thomas Browne, but one could have wished that the writer 

had provided a critical appreciation of a work that ranks as a religious classic. (240) 


THE PRACTICE OF THE PRESENCE OF GOD and Selections 
from THE LITTLE FLOWERS OF ST. FRANCIS. Edited by 
Hugh Martin. S.C.M. Press, 8s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 168 pages. (Treasury of Christian 
Books). 

The Practice of the Presence of God contains an account of four conversations with 

Brother Lawrence, who was born in 1610, and fifteen of his letters to unknown 

correspondents. As Dr. Martin observes in the introduction to this volume. Brother 

Lawrence did nothing more sensational than walk with God about a monastery 

kitchen for some forty years. His spiritual influence, however, still remains. The 

‘Little Flowers’ (or anthology) of St. Francis contain some of the stories told by the 

saint’s faithful disciples and, highly coloured as some of them are, reveal the simplicity 

and power of the early Franciscans. (240) 


INTO GOD. An Exercise in Contemplation. R. G. Coulson. Murray, gs.6d. 
1956. 22 cm. 176 pages. Index. 
The main object of this volume is to give groups of people who believe that the 
ultimate end of human life is union with God a biblical basis for the mystical life 
and to interpret to them ways in which they can help the Church and in which the 
Church can help them in this universal quest. There is offered to the reader clear and 
thoughtful guidance for meditation on the different aspects of the divine nature— 
peace, joy, power, wisdom, love—and those who have already accepted the mystical 
ideal will find in these pages what they need. (242) 


THE LETTERS OF HENRY SUSO to his Spiritual Daughters. 
Translated from the German by Kathleen Goldmann. Blackfriars Publications, 4s. 
1956. 19 cm. 76 pages. Paper covers. 

Henry Suso was a South German Dominican mystic of the fourteenth century. 

Between Suso and his spiritual daughter, Elsbeth Stagel, there was a dezp and rich 

friendship, and in his letters to her he recounts stage by stage his aa teaching. 

Twenty-seven letters sent to her and other spiritual daughters were collected and 

transcribed by Elsbeth and of that number twenty-three are given here. Together 

they form a unity, since they describe and interpret that development of the spiritual 
life from the time of awakening or conversion to the highest state of contemplation.

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REFORMERS IN INDIA, 1793-1833. An Account of the work 
of Christian Missionaries on behalf of Social Reform. Kenneth Ingham. Cambridge 
University Press, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 162 pages. Map. Chronology. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The present volume evaluates the influence of Christian missionaries of various 

communions on Indian social life during the period 1793-1833. Relations between 

missionaries and the East India Company are reviewed and a well-annotated account 
is given of missionary achievement in regard to caste, ‘sati’, education, the status 
of Indian women, the work of biblical translation and improvements in agriculture 
and medical services. This illuminating and detailed study is based upon letters and 
journals of missionaries, and papers in the Commonwealth Relations Office 
and elsewhere. (266) 


THE LONG ROAD OF FATHER SERRA. Theodore Maynard. 
Staples Press, 15s. 1956. 21-5 cm. 316 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 
Junfpero Serra, born in 1713, was the leader of a Jesuit expedition to Lower California 
and his heroic efforts among the Indians have earned for him a high place both in the 
history of missions and of the development and establishment of California. The 
author, writing out of a full knowledge of the life and times of Father Serra, describes 
in vivid and arresting language the varying fortunes of this saintly, shrewd and 
dogged priest as he sought to bring Christianity to the people whom he loved, to 
negotiate with doctrinaire officials who were impatien: to speed up ‘progress’, and 
to take steps to hold California for Spain in view of Russian imperialistic designs. 
If the work of this devoted priest failed to achieve its end, the author claims that all 
Californians recognise that he is the true father of their golden land. (266-2)

MAX WEBER AND GERMAN POLITICS. A Study in Political 
Sociology. J. P. Mayer. 2nd edition, revised and enlarged. Faber, 12s.6d. 1956. 
21 cm. 160 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Graph. 2 tables. Bibliography. Notes. 
Index. 

In this short study of the personality and ideas of the famous German sociologist and 

political thinker, the author illustrates at the same time some important features of 

German politics between 1880 and 1920. This is roughly the period of the Hohen- 

zollern Empire and the first months of the Weimar Republic, but the book will be 

found useful mainly as an introduction to Weber’s thought. The exposition is, on the 
whole, smooth, though a little marred by an excess of bibliographical reference in 
the text and the occasional use of German grammatical constructions. The revision 
has not been extensive, and there are evident signs that the book was written during 
the Second World War. (320-1) 


CONSERVATISM IN AMERICA. Clinton Rossiter. Heinemann, 21s. 
1956. 19cm. 348 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

During the last ten years there has been a noticeable revival of conservatism in 

American politics and culture. The author of this book, who is Professor of Govern- 

ment in the University of Cornell, welcomes the movement but feels that its principles 

should be more carefully defined. He accordingly studies the political ideas of 
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American conservatives of the past and present, clears away some of the confused 
thought and emotionalism which have arisen, and presents a sound conservative plan 
for the future. Professor Rossiter is already well known as the author of Seedtime of 
the Republic. (320-10973) 


THE PEOPLE AND THE CONSTITUTION. Being a History of 
the Development of the People’s Influence in British Government. Cecil S. Emden. 
2nd edition. Oxford University Press, 42s. 1956. 23 cm. 350 pages. Chronology. 
Index. 

On its publication in 1933 this work was recognised as a noteworthy contribution 

to British constitutional history. Mr. Emden has now revised and considerably 

enlarged it. He shows in full historical detail how, particularly during the last 

hundred years, the rise of representative democracy has been accompanied by a 

direct participation of the people in politics, as distinct from the influence they exert 

through representatives. In the light of this knowledge he discusses the case for the 
referendum, and the proper limits to the mandate of the people. The book should be 

read by all serious students of the subject. (321-820942) 


UNITY IN DIVERSITY. A_ Systematic Critical Analysis of all 
Electoral Systems. G. Van Den Bergh. Translated from the Dutch by Miss Dra J. J. 
Hemmekam. Batsford, 18s. 1956. 25 cm. 102 pages. Notes. 

First published in Holland in 1946 under the title Eenheid in Verscheidenheid, this book 

has attracted considerable attention, and has already gone into a second edition. 

The author, who is Professor of Public Law in the University of Amsterdam and 

President of the Electoral Council of the Netherlands, is concerned with the problem 

of making a representative body truly representative. He discusses the relative 

advantages of the block vote, proportional representation, list systems and other 
forms of election, and shows the importance of choosing the electoral system to suit 

the sociological and psychological factors of the individual country. (324-2) 


A REPORT ON JAMAICAN MIGRATION TO GREAT 
BRITAIN. Clarence Senior and Douglas Manley. Crown Agents for Oversea 
Administration on behalf of the Government Printer (Kingston, Jamaica), 2s.6d. 1955. 
24°5 cm. 72 pages. Bibliography. Paper covers. 

The increase in the migration of West Indians to Great Britain in recent years has 

caused concern in the West Indies, and this report is the result of an investigation 

carried out at the request of the Government of Jamaica. The authors spent two 
months in the United Kingdom and interviewed hundreds of individuals and 
representatives of organisations. The result is a very thorough and interesting picture 
of the social and economic problems that have arisen as a result of the influx of 
Jamaicans. (325:2) 


SURVEY OF INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS, 1953. Peter 
Calvocoressi, assisted by Coral Bell. Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute 
of International Affairs, 48s. 1956. 24-5 cm. 414 pages. 4 maps (3 in colour). Index. 

This is the last of the five volumes covering the years 1947-53 for which Peter 

Calvocoressi has been responsible. In his excellent introduction he scans the whole 

period and in the main body of the book he gives lucid accounts of the Russian 

détente which followed the death of Stalin and of events in France, the Middle East 
and South-East Asia. F. C. Jones has once again written the chapter on the Far East 
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and George Pendle contributes the section on Latin America, a region which has not 
been included since the Survey of 1947-48. (327) 


DOCUMENTS ON INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS, 1953. 
Selected and edited by Denise Folliot. Oxford University Press for the Royal 
Institute of International Affairs, 57s.6d. 1956. 24-5 cm. $36 pages. Index. 

The death of Stalin, the Berlin riots and the signing of the Balkan pact, the Korean 

armistice agreement and the treaty regarding self-government for the Sudan are a 

few of the events which go to make 1953 a momentous year in the international field. 

In this volume we are able to study the background in detail by reading the many 

statements, speeches and exchange of notes which took place at the time. No serious 

student can afford to ignore these documents but, without this well-planned 

collection, he would have difficulty in locating them. (327) 


Economics Collectivistic Systems 


LABOUR POLICY IN THE USSR, 1917-1928. Margaret Dewar. 
Royal Institute of International Affairs, 45s. 1956. 24-5 cm. 294 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This is the first book to be written on the very important subject: the evolution of 

Soviet labour policy between 1917 and 1928. The Bolsheviks, when they came into 

power, were faced with the tasks of finding a means of protecting the working class 

from undue exploitation and of making work attractive in itself so that ‘unpaid work 
for the common good would become a universal phenomenon’. They met with 
many difficulties and it took some time to build up the basic structure of their policy. 

However, this structure has undergone no essential modifications since 1928. Mrs. 

Dewar’s book is based entirely on official documents and in an appendix are given a 

chronological list and a summary of the main provisions of all relevant decrees, 

ordinances and instructions. (331-0947) 


EMPLOYER’S LIABILITY AT COMMON LAW. John Munkman. 
3rd edition. Butterworth, 35s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 554 pages. Tables. Index. 
A new edition of a work on employer’s liability for accidents sustained at work, 
covering both English and Scottish law. The first part deals with liability at common 
law, apart altogether from the breach of statute. The greater part of the book is on 
liability for breach of statutory duty, first in general principles and then in a detailed 
explanation of particular statutes and regulations. The third group of chapters deals 
with possible defences, such as contributory negligence, and finally there are chapters 
on the assessment of damages for personal injuries and on some questions of practice 
and procedure. (331-825) 


PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICE OF PLANNING, COMPULSORY 
PURCHASE AND RATING LAW. M. R. R. Davies. Butterworth, 
40s. 19$6. 25-5 cm. 366 pages. Tables. Index. 

A useful introduction to some complicated branches of English law which have been 

the subject of considerable development in recent years. The first part deals with the 

principles and practice of the law relating to town and country planning, the second 
part is on the compulsory acquisition of land. Part three is on the principles 
and practice of rating law and the last part is on the practice and procedure of the 


Lands Tribunal. The author is a barrister-at-law and lecturer in law in the University 
of Leeds. (333-1) 
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THE SECOND INTERNATIONAL, 1889-1914. G. D. H. Cole. 
2 vols. Macmillan, 70s. 1956. 22 cm. 1,070 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. (History 
of Socialist Thought. Vol. Ill, Parts I and Il) 

In the earlier volumes of this comprehensive and erudite work Professor Cole dealt 

with the forerunners of socialist thought, 1789-1850, and Marxism and anarchism, 

1850-1890. He now carries the history to the breakdown of the Second International 

in 1914. Besides describing in detail the activities of the International and its 

congresses, he covers in these two volumes the whole range of socialist development 
during the period: the growth of socialism in the United States, Latin America, 

Australasia, the Far East and elsewhere, and the reasons for its differing forms; the 

rise of Fabianism and of the Labour Party in Great Britain; the reasons for the 

disintegration of international socialism in 1914. The work is of first importance, 

and an annotated bibliography of thirty pages adds to its value. (335.4) 


THE BRITISH SYSTEM OF TAXATION. Central Office of 
Information. H.M. Stationery Office, 2s.6d. 1956. 23-5 cm. 48 pages. 8 tables, 
Paper covers. (Central Office of Information Reference Pamphlets, 10) 

This is a convenient summary of the present system of taxation in the United Kingdom, 

which provides over 97 per cent. of the government’s ordinary revenue. It is con- 

cerned mainly with taxation by the central Government, describing its purposes, the 
general framework of the taxation system, and the working and yield of income tax, 
profits tax and other direct taxes, and of indirect taxes such as purchase tax and 
protective duties. It also gives the main features of local taxation. Three appendices 
show the income tax rates and allowances, the tax on specimen incomes and the 
working of the P.A.Y.E. system. (336-20942) 


STATISTICAL SUMMARY OF THE MINERAL INDUSTRY. 
Production, Exports and Imports, 1949-1954. Colonial Geological Surveys, 
Mineral Resources Division. H.M. Stationery Office, 278.6d. 1956. 24°5 cm. 
364 pages. Bibliography. Paper covers. 

This is a continuation of an indispensable series which has been issued for many years. 

The statistics are presented country by country, and cover, as far as possible, the 

whole world. They show, under specific headings—abrasives, aluminium, antimony, 

arsenic, asbestos, and so on—the production of each country, and the volumes of 
exports and imports, during each of the six years 1949 to 1954. The tables are given 
in full detail, and, wherever desirable, are provided with explanatory footmotes.

Dr. Morgan’s book admirably meets the need for a survey of the sea fisheries of the 

world as a whole, with an assessment of their relative importance. After discussing 

the physical conditions which determine the quantity of fish available and the 
suitability of the area for the introduction of commercial fishing methods, he deals 
with the technique of fishing, processing and marketing. Finally he shows, for 
individual regions, the value of the industry in relation to the general economy, and, 
of particular importance at the present time, the possibility of expanding it to 
increase the world’s food supply. (338-37) 
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REPORT RESULTING FROM THE OVERSEAS VISIT OF 
THE AUSTRALIAN BUILDING INDUSTRY PRODUCTIVITY 
TEAM, 1954. Building Industry Congress of Victoria (Melbourne, Australia), 40s, 
1955. 22 cm. 204 pages. 48 plates. 23 diagrams. Map. 

The problem of productivity in Australian industries has become increasingly 

important, and this report, prepared by a team of experts who undertook a study of 

the efficiency of the American building industry, emphasises the limitations of the 
organisation of the same industry in Australia. The basic reasons for high American 
output in the building trade have been found in the principles and practices adopted, 
particularly in employer-employee relationships and the more effective planning of 
projects to conserve time and manpower. These and other aspects of the industry 
have been discussed and their efficiency assessed, and from a comparison of conditions 
in the two countries a series of recommendations for Australian architects, builders, 
contractors and tradesmen have been put forward to encourage a revaluation of 
building methods and management.

TAYLOR’S PRINCIPLES AND PRACTICE OF MEDICAL 
JURISPRUDENCE. Vol. I. 11th edition. Edited by Sir Sydney Smith, 
assisted by Keith Simpson. Churchill, 70s. 1956. 25-5 cm. 634 pages. 61 illustrations 
(1 in colour). Tables. Index. 
A thoroughly revised text and new illustrations mark the eleventh edition of this 
standard reference work for specialists in the various fields of medicine, and general 
practitioners sometimes concerned with medico-legal problems. Notably, Mr. 
Gerald Howard has advised on legal aspects, Dr. D. Stafford-Clark has written on 
psychiatry and the law, and the Director of the Metropolitan Police Laboratory, 
New Scotland Yard, Mr. L. C. Nickolls, has undertaken the revision of the 
laboratory side of the toxicology section, to appear with sexual aspects in Vol. 2. 
Advances have necessitated extensive alteration in many sections, such as those on 
post-mortem changes, intersexuality, and blood in identity problems, blood in 
trauma and discase, regional wounds, asphyxia and life assurance. In Vol. 1, 292 new 
cases are reported, 40 new illustrations introduced, and the references are brought 
up to date. (340-6) 


THE LAW OF STATE SUCCESSION. D. P. O'Connell. Cambridge 
University Press, 45s. 1956. 22 cm. 466 pages. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
(Cambridge Studies in International and Comparative Law, V) 

The transfer of territory from one national community to another gives rise to 

complex legal problems. The author considers British practice in this matter, based 

on an examination of relevant state and parliamentary papers, treaties and other 
instruments for the past 150 years. Other countries’ practice is also discussed. After 

a general introduction, part one examines treaties in the law of state succession, part 

two is on the doctrine of acquired rights, part three is on the effect of change of 

sovereignty on the legal and administrative structure, and part four its effects on the 
nationality of inhabitants of absorbed territory. The appendix contains many extracts, 
hitherto unpublished, from British law officers’ opinions and Foreign Office 
memoranda over the period 1823-1901. (341°5) 


NATIONALITY AND STATELESSNESS IN INTERNATIONAL 
LAW. P. Weis. Stevens & Sons, 63s. 1956. 25-5 cm. 366 pages. (Library of World 


Affairs) 
This book deals with the nationality of individuals. Though determined by municipal 
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law, nationality is itself a concept of public international law, and in this work, which 
is the first complete examination of the subject from that point of view, the practice 
of many states and international organisations is examined. Closely linked with the 
problem of nationality is lack of nationality, or statelessness. The first part of this 
book is on the conception of nationality, part two deals with the relationship of 
municipal law and international law, and part three is on the public international law 
of nationality. The last part consists of a summary and conclusions, including possible 
future developments. This book will undoubtedly become the standard work on this 
subject. (341-51) 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT AS A DETERRENT and the Alternative. 
Gerald Gardiner. Gollancz, 6s. 1956. 20°5 cm. 96 pages. Notes. 
The author, who is a Queen’s Counsel, has made a special study of this subject, 
which has become of considerable topical importance in Britain. Capital punishment 
exists for four offences, but, apart from war-time executions for treason and 
treachery, there has been no execution for any crime but murder since 1861. In the 
first part the author deals with what he calls ‘the rational case for capital punishment’, 
examining what is claimed to be a unique deterrent and the claim that there is no 
alternative punishment. He then deals with minor arguments in its favour. The 
second part, in two chapters, deals with the emotional case for this form of punish- 
ment. Mr. Gardiner writes as a convinced opponent of capital punishment. (343-2) 


ROYAL COMMISSION ON MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE: 
REPORT 1951-1955. H.M. Stationery Office, 11s.6d. 1956. 24°5 cm. 416 pages. 
Index. Paper covers. 

A Royal Commission was set up in 1951 to enquire into the English and Scottish 

law concerning divorce and other matrimonial causes generally. Its report deals with 

the present position and proposals for change in grounds of divorce, nullity of 
marriage, other remedies, marriage guidance and conciliation, the position of children, 
damages and costs, maintenance and enforcement of maintenance orders, property 
rights, voluntary agreements for separation, courts having jurisdiction and the law 
prohibiting marriage through affinity. The report includes many detailed recom- 
mendations in respect of both countries. It is a most important document on legal 
and social matters. (347°6) 


Public Administration 
A NEW STUDY OF POLICE HISTORY. Charles Reith. Oliver 
& Boyd, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 302 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

The establishment of the British police force, as we now know it, has traditionally 
been thought of as the work of Sir Robert Peel. The author of this book shows that 
the real credit is due to Colonel Sir Charles Rowan, appointed as First Commissioner 
of the Metropolitan Police by Peel in 1829. It was he who undertook the detailed 
planning of the “New Police’. The author traces Rowan’s ideas back to their formative 
period in Sir John Moore’s complete Army Reform Scheme, inaugurated in 1803. 
The second part of the book covers Rowan’s period as a civilian and his difficulties 
and achievements in establishing the new police structure. (352-2) 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT INSPECTION: The Local Services 
and the Central Departments. John S. Harris. Stevens & Sons, 25s. 1955. 22 cm. 
208 pages. Index. 

A problem of democratic government is that of maintaining a reasonable area of 

local responsibility and self-government against the increasing tendency towards 
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administrative centralisation. Central inspection of local services in England and 
Wales is a significant administrative process helping to combine with local self- 
government some central supervision, guidance and control. After an introduction, 
there are chapters on the organisation, procedure and methods of inspection for 
poor relief, public health, education (in the past and at the present), police, fire 
service and highways. In his conclusion, the author assesses the factors which 
contribute to the success of this system and discusses its future role. (354°42)

SEVENTH REPORT ON THE WORK OF THE CHILDREN’S 
DEPARTMENT, November, 1955. Home Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 6s. 
1955. 24°5 cm. 166 pages. 16 illustrations. Tables. Diagram. Paper covers. 

Apart from its recommendations for the treatment and prevention of maladjustment 

among children, the Report offers a well organised survey of the present services 

provided in Britain, with an indication of the psychological concepts on which they 

are based. Much of it deals with questions of administrative detail and there is too 

little fundamental thinking on the problem of prevention. But it provides a useful 

benchmark from which to measure not only the advances already made but also 

future progress, whether or not along the lines recommended by the Report.

OBSCENITY AND THE LAW. Norman St. John-Stevas. Introduction 
by Sir Alan P. Herbert. Secker & Warburg, 25s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 312 pages. 
Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

Recent controversy and parliamentary proceedings have focused attention on the 

problems of obscenity in literature. The author traces the development of the English 

law on this subject from the ecclesiastical courts and the Star Chamber down to 
the present day, followed by a discussion of current problems. He examines also the 
experience of other countries, particularly the United States and Eire, while an 
appendix shows the position in sixteen other legal systems. The author concludes that 

‘the law should be invoked to suppress pornography, but should leave literary 

expression to be determined by prevailing standards of taste. It should draw a 

fundamental distinction between works written with a serious purpose and those 

which have no other aim save the making of money by exploiting and degrading the 

sexual passions’. This is likely to become a standard work. (364-17)

THE INSURANCE DIRECTORY & YEAR BOOK (POST 
MAGAZINE ALMANACK), 1955-56. Containing Statistics and Facts 
of Ordinary Life, Industrial Life, Fire, Accident and Marine Insurance. 115th 
year of publication. Buckley Press, 21s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 428 pages. Indexes. 
The main part of this directory is devoted to the Directory of Insurance Offices 
Operating in the United Kingdom, arranged alphabetically under names of com- 
panies, and giving details of date of establishment, capital, directors, management 
and Head Office (and London office where applicable). Other particulars cover the 
Institute of Actuaries, Insurance Institutes and Associations, ordinary life business, 
industrial life, fire, personal accident, and marine, aviation and transit insurance 
business. A statistical section gives figures for all these branches of insurance and 
includes Canadian business of British companies in 1952 and 1953, and United States 
business for the years 1952, 1953 and 1954. There is also a list of insurance brokers 
and of loss adjusters and assessors. (368-058)

EDUCATION AND MENTAL HEALTH. W. D. Wall. Harrap for 
Unesco, 17s. 6d. 1955. 22 cm. 348 pages. Indexes. (Problems in Education) 

This report is based upon the work of a European Conference organised by Unesco 
in Paris in 1952. The educational problems discussed in its eleven chapters are 
examined with care and thoroughness in the light of recent psychological research. 
The importance of the mental health of the child is stressed, and much sound advice 
is offered to parents, teachers and all who are concerned with the upbringing of 
children from pre-school age to adolescence. There are useful sections on the problems 
of special groups (e.g. physically and mentally handicapped children), the training of 
teachers and the psychological services. The book is recommended as an important 


contribution to the subject of child health and psychology. (370-15) 


SMALL APPARATUS FOR PRIMARY SCHOOL PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION. A. W. Willee. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, 
Australia): Cambridge University Press (London), 21s. 1955: 1956. 23 cm. 148 pages. 
4 illustrations. Bibliography. 

Both the specialist in physical education, as well as the non-specialist teacher who 

finds himself conducting physical activity periods in the primary school, will welcome 

this very practical book. It shows how worthwhile use may be made of small 
apparatus as a means of presenting systematic body training in a form attractive to the 
young child; and at the same time the reader is made aware of the important role of 

physical education in the development of the child’s whole personality. (371-73) 


THE TEACHING OF MATHEMATICS IN PRIMARY 
SCHOOLS. A Report prepared for the Mathematical Association for con- 
sideration by all concerned with the development of young children. Bell, 6s. 
1955. 21°5 cm. 132 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. 

Concerned with children’s approach to number through play and the use of apparatus, 

the report puts forward the view that children learn at their own individual rates 

through their active response to the experiences that befall them, elaborates the 
theory that the aim of primary school teaching is the laying of a ‘foundation of 
mathematical thinking about the numerical and spatial aspects of the objects and 
activities which children of this age encounter’, and deals in detail with the 
implications of this theme in the day-to-day work of the teacher. All teachers of 


mathematics at primary school level should find it a most valuable statement of aims 
and methods.

THE WERKPLAATS ADVENTURE. An Account of Kees Bocke’s 
Great Pioneer Comprehensive School: Its Methods and Psychology. Wyatt 
Rawson. Vincent Stuart, 12s.6d. 1956. 22 cm. 158 pages. 21 photographs. 

Begining in the 1920’s by teaching his own and neighbours’ children, Kees Boeke, 

a Dutchman, had, by 1954, when he retired, built up a state-subsidised school of boys 

and girls whose ages range from four to nineteen. Known as the Werkplaats, or 

Workshop, the school demonstrates the remarkable results which can be achieved 

among children varying widely in age, social background, and intellectual capacity 

in an atmosphere of freedom and spontaneity on the one hand and discipline and 
order on the other. The book gives an account of the origin of the school and of its 
founder’s career, describes a visitor’s impressions, analyses the psychological aspects 
of the principles upon which it is run, and shows how these are worked out in 
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practice. It then proceeds to more technical matters—curriculum,+methods, and the 
detailed organisation of a comprehensive school. An inspiring story of an outstanding 
educational achievement. (373) 


DRAMA AND EDUCATION. An Historical Survey from Ancient 
Greece to the Present Day. Philip A. Coggin. Thames & Hudson, 21s. 1956. 
22 cm. 336 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Coggin traces the vicissitudes through which the drama as an element in 

education has passed, from its apogee in classical Greece down to the revival of its 

prestige in the modern curriculum. He gives a detailed account of contemporary 
practice in schools and universities, without often attempting however to appraise 
the relative value of these activities. Few will challenge his defence of the drama in 
education; but one need only compare the level of public taste in America, with all 
its encouragement of college dramatics, with that in France, where the subject receives 
little educational attention, to see how treacherous any general conclusions may be.

POETRY AND CHILDREN. Prepared by the Central Committee 
on the Teaching of English in the East and West Ridings of Yorkshire. Methuen, 
73.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 94 pages. Bibliography. 

This inspiring little handbook on the teaching of poetry to children at all stages 

recognises that, after leaving school, all too few retain any interest in poetry and some 

even actively dislike it. The book suggests ways of counteracting this. Beginning with 

a statement of general principles, it goes on to discuss, with common sense and 

enthusiasm, the best technique to use at each stage of schooling from the infants to 

the sixth form. Finally, it describes a variety of experiments in verse writing, verse- 
speaking, the use of gramophone records, and the interpretation of poetry by means of 
the other arts (e.g. painting, music, films). Teachers of English will find something 
of value and much to interest them in this record of experience, to which Professor 
Bonamy Dobrée contributes a preface. (375°821) 


THOUGHTS ON UNIVERSITY EDUCATION. S. R. Dongerkery. 
Popular Book Depot (Bombay, India), Rs. 6/12: obtainable from Luzac (London), 14s.

The thirty-four articles in this book were written by the Registrar of the University 

of Bombay for newspapers and periodicals or for broadcasting during 1947-1953. 

They deal with many aspects of the subject—postgraduate studies and research in 

India, vocational training, technology in the universities, admission and selection of 

students, the role of the university in contemporary society, universities and the 

public services, the training of college teachers, the interchange of university teachers 
and students, universities and adult education—and on each the author writes force- 
fully and from first-hand knowledge, stressing the urgency of the problems which 
face India in the reform of her university education. The book is recommended to 
all who are interested in the development of higher education in the Commonwealth.

This unusual and pleasantly written railway book consists, in effect, of three distinct 
parts. It opens with childhood memories extending back to World War I. It continues 
with accounts of famous locomotive ‘runs’ as seen from the footplate, including a few 
personal experiences. It ends with a factual and most interesting series of impressions 
of signalling as seen by a man trained at Kettering and experienced in movement 
control at that important Northamptonshire centre. It will please the enthusiast, and 
will not make any expert wince.

THE SINGING OF THE TRAVELS. In Search of Dance and Drama. 
Violet Alford. Max Parrish, 17s.6d. 1956. 20-5 cm. 256 pages. 10 photographs.

Miss Alford says in her prologue ‘I came to folklore and anthropology by way of 

dance’. In this book she describes dancing, dance-plays and folk festivals as she saw 

them, delightfully recreating their circumstances—weather, time of year, city or 
country setting—and adding sufficient discussion of their origins and analogues for 
her readers to understand what they see. Most of the time she is in Spain or southern 

France, the Basque country or Provence, but she includes a Slovenian street procession 

and a February visit to Switzerland for carnivals in Schwyz, Asmoos and Basel.

LANGUAGE: A Modern Synthesis. Joshua Whatmough. Secker & Warburg, 
258. 1956. 22°5 cm. 280 pages. 3 diagrams. Chart. Map. Glossary. Index. 
Many aspects from which the study of language may be viewed are discussed in this 
book by the Professor of Comparative Philology in Harvard University. The 
regional distribution of languages and the factors determining it can be viewed 
historically, geographically and sociologically. Languages may be examined for 
ascertaining and classifying their sound systems and the forms and arrangements of 
words. The knowledge of the working of the brain suggests a neurological approach 
to linguistic study. Statistics throws light on word frequencies, and modern mechanical 
devices like the spectrograph, by virtually photographing words, support linguistic 
theories. Life may be regarded as fashioning language, which is an expression of 
culture. This is essentially a book for the specialist and the student, who will be glad 


to have these current views about language available in one volume. (400) 


EVERYMAN’S ENGLISH DICTIONARY. D. C. Browning. New, 
enlarged edition. Dent, 10s.6d. 1956. 20 cm. 736 pages. (Everyman's Reference 
Library) 

A remarkably efficient dictionary of standard English with over 50,000 references. 

Adequate treatment is given to etymology and pronunciation, and single and 

paragraph references combine clarity with brevity. Slang, Americanisms, Scots words 
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and technical terms are dealt with, and welcome help is given with the vocabularies 
of Shakespeare, Burns and Spenser. The features of this new edition are the separate 
section of 1,000 new words, and the additions to the list of common abbreviations. 
It is sufficient to add that this dictionary, first published thirteen years ago, maintains 
the standard of Everyman’s Reference Library in which it is now included. (423) 


CASSELL’S COMPACT ENGLISH-DUTCH DUTCH-ENGLISH 
DICTIONARY. Compiled by F. Prick van Wely. Cassell, 10s.6d. 1955. 
16 cm. 666 pages. 

This addition to Cassell’; Compact Dictionary series is compiled by Dr. F. P. H. 

Prick Van Wely who was responsible for the first English edition of Kramer’s 

famous dictionary. Like any work of its size it is intended neither for the beginner 

nor the advanced student of language; but for the daily needs of the person already 
proficient in both tongues it provides a valuable addition to existing facilities. 

Compactness has been achieved without sacrificing size of type or clarity of meanings, 

of which a surprising range is provided within so small a compass. The volume is

THE AIM AND THE END. Being Lectures and Addresses delivered 
by Sir James Colquhoun Irvine. Oliver & Boyd, 21s. 1956. 23 cm. 326 pages.

Published under the sponsorship of the University Court of the University of St. 

Andrews, the Carnegie Trust, the Walker Trust, and Imperial Chemical Industries, 

this work is a fine memorial to the late Sir James C. Irvine, for thirty years Principal 

of St. Andrews University. It contains a series of his best known lectures and addresses 

given before varied audiences in Scotland, elsewhere in Gt. Britain and in the U.S.A.; 

the topics are mainly scientific, the general field covered is wide and the whole 

demonstrates the great vision of this outstanding Scot. Although primarily of interest 
to the scientist, Irvine’s lectures should be valued by the student and held as a model 

by educationists.

Catalogue of Sunspots for every spot which lasted two or more days, a table of 

positions and areas of sunspots and , baton ledgers of groups of sunspots, divided into 

recurrent and non-recurrent, a table of total areas of sunspots and faculae and one of 

observations of solar floculli and solar flares made with the spectrohelioscope. 


Physics (23-7) 

ATOMS AND THE UNIVERSE. An Account of Modern Views on 
the Structure of Matter and the Universe. G. O. Jones, J. Rotblat and G. J. 
Whitrow. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 25s. 1956. 22 cm. 254 pages. 31 illustrations. 
31 diagrams. 3 tables. Bibliography. Index. 

The fundamental structure of matter, and, at the other end of the scale, the 

astronomer’s universe form the subject of this book. Based on an extra-mural 
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university course, it is intended for readers without previous scientific experience or 
training, and admirably achieves its aims. The methods and philosophy of science are 
constantly but unobtrusively brought to the attention of the reader, while an 
appendix gives an introduction to the mathematical method in physics. The three 
authors are acknowledged authorities on physics and astronomy. (539) 


Palaeontology 
A GUIDE TO EARTH HISTORY. Richard Carrington. Chatto & 
Windus, 21s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 256 pages. 75 illustrations (1 in colour) by Maurice 
Wilson. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Carrington is bold to attempt a survey of 3,000 million years in a book of 
moderate size. But he has the ability to write compactly yet lucidly, and his account 
of evolution from the earth’s formation and the earliest organisms to paleolithic man 
stimulates the imagination. The core of the book—Part II, ‘The Procession of Life’-- 
is a skilful summary of palacontology, the record of the development of plant and 
animal life in rocks and fossils, through the geological eras. In view of the author’s 
wholehearted devotion to the theory of evolution, it may come as a surprise to 
readers to discover how much reliance he places on an apparently conscious and 
intelligent power, which ‘selects’ and plans, but is yet capable of sending some species 
down blind alleys. (560) 


Prehistoric Archaeology Anthropology 
MAN IN THE BEGINNING. The Story of our own Origins. 
William Howells. Bell, 18s.6d. 1956. 22-5 cm. 384 pages. Numerous drawings. 
Index. 
An English edition of a book by one of the most versatile of American anthro- 
pologists (its American title was Back of History) which seeks to provide a non- 
technical introduction to Cultural Anthropology. The author is overfond of 
attempting to enliven his text with jocular quips, but the book can be recommended 
for its very fair balance and freedom from errors of detail and misleading generalisa- 
tions so common in such books. It provides a truly world-wide survey of the main 
features and processes involved in the development of human cultures from the 
Old Stone Age to the Ancient East and modern ‘Primitives’. The absence of any 
references or suggestions for furthes reading is, however, a serious defect in a book 


of this kind. ($71) 


CUSTOM AND CONFLICT IN AFRICA. Max _ Gluckman. 
Blackwell (Oxford), 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 184 pages. Bibliography. 

This collection of six broadcast lectures illustrates the anthropological approach to 
problems of social integration. Discussing such topics as blood feud, political rivalry, 
domestic quarrels, witchcraft, ritual excesses, and the colour bar, Professor 
Gluckman argues that these usually disruptive tendencies are so handled among 
African peoples as to strengthen and not weaken the cohesion of society. He draws 
upon his own observations of Zulu and Barotse, in addition to the writings of others; 
and although he sometimes seems to overstate his case, his book is a sound and 
decidedly readable contribution to the understanding of African social systems.

He is an ecologist, so to that extent his visits to 
conservation authorities and to a great variety of natural and man-made environ- 
ments might appear to be merely a busman’s holiday; but his interest and enthusiasm 
never flag, and his hosts spare no trouble. The result is a most attractive overall view 
of what America is, and is not, doing, in the spheres of wild life preservation, soil 
conservation, and ecological research. Apart from a few somewhat pompous passages 
this is a refreshing and good-hearted book.

This is the last volume in the current excellently produced series of lectures delivered 

under the terms of the Trust to graduates attending courses in internal medicine and 

surgery in Edinburgh University and to the medical profession generally. The 
lecturers, for the most part representing the Edinburgh medical school, are chosen 
for the authority with which they can speak on subjects of special current interest. 

In the present volume, the eighteen documented contributions range over a wide 

field—to mention as examples, chemotherapy in pulmonary tuberculosis, radio- 

sensitive tumours, hazards of major surgery, infantile osteoarthritis, anticoagulants,

Written by two Examiners to the General Nursing Council for Scotland, this is 
basically a detailed textbook of nursing method covering Nursing, Part | of the 
syllabus of the Council. Those upon whom the duties of family nursing devolve 
could also be referred to the chapters dealing with the care of patients. It opens with 
an outline of nursing history, ethical standards and human relationships. Then follows 
instruction in hygiene of the wards and equipment, and the care of the patient, 
including his diet. Nursing techniques are next considered, such as temperature taking 
and administration of medicaments, ward dressings, and routine and post-operative 
care. The textbook should usefully crystallise often ill-defined fundamentals for the 
nursing student.

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THE FOOD AND DRUGS HANDBOOK. Being a Guide to the 
Food and Drugs Act, 1955. Basil James. Hadden, Best, 25s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 256 pages.

The important Food and Drugs Act, 1955, consolidates the legislation for England 

and Wales relating to the composition and labelling of food and drugs, food unfit for 

human consumption, and the regulations and control of food premises, dairies, 
markets, etc. The work contains the text of the Act, annotated and with cross 
references section by section. The introduction draws attention to amendments of the 
former law. Appendices include the text of certain regulations in force. The editor is 
a barrister-at-law.

The main alteration 
in the revised text is the substitution of a chapter, ‘Simple Statistical Considerations’, 
for that giving preparations and doses.

Thomas’s Hospital, London, and the techniques employed for accurate injection, 
stressing the importance of selecting the correct site. Results of treatment are 
summarised.

To help the young physician, the Emeritus Consultant in the Division of Medicine 
of the Mayo Clinic in Minnesota discusses problems of medicine which take up so 
much of his time, those largely due to the patient’s own attitude to life and to his 
fellow men. In conversational style he secks to show the best approach to these 
difficult patients, how to observe them, to size them up, to clicit a good history and 
reach a correct diagnosis. In the same style he gives the salient points in the diagnosis 
and treatment of relevant nervous and digestive disturbances.

is to determine the cause of the breathlessness associated with pneumoconiosis and 
to relate its severity to radiological changes in the lung. To measure lung function 
in the simple and complicated forms of pneumoconiosis, the authors evolved clinical, 
cardiological and physiological tests, which they fully describe. Besides its practical 
importance in advancing an understanding of pulmonary disease, the report con- 
tributes to present knowledge of lung physiology. There is a bibliography of world 
literature.

Apart from 
describing the different stages in growing, harvesting and storage, he gives a wide 
range of recipes for cooking different kinds of maize, and includes a chapter on pop 
corn, a product which he claims worthy of wider appreciation than it gets at present.

When the first edition of this now classic reference book appeared in 1883 its advocacy 
of informality in gardening was revolutionary; today it provides the answer to many 
problems and this sixteenth edition, containing much new material, is very welcome. 
Part one deals with garden planning and is a rich source of ideas for the exploitation 
of natural features, the most effective use of shrubs, evergreens and climbers and the 
creation of alpine, rock, bog and wild gardens. Part two consists of an encyclopaedia 
of flowers, trees, shrubs and ferns suitable for outdoor cultivation in the British Isles, 
each described in detail with cultural notes. Both parts reflect the author’s keen visual 
imagination and strongly held likes and dislikes, and are copiously and delightfully 
illustrated.

The greater part of this controversial 
book deals with the reclamation of marginal land by herds of pigs, but there is also 
some useful information about pig-keeping on the normal farm. Few people can 
have made a closer study of the pig, its habits and mannerisms, than Mr. Blake has 
during the past thirty years—he knows ‘pig language’—and there is no doubt a good 
measure of wisdom behind his seemingly unorthodox methods. His practical style 
should appeal strongly to the farming community as a whole.

His skill as a doctor had, in 

fact, as much employment as his observation as a student of human behaviour. Dr. 

Robertson is critical of certain aspects of present-day whaling conditions; his vivid 

writing will help to interest a wider public in one of the more remarkable callings.

There are sections also on 
changes in domestic service, on family remedies used for everyday ailments, on death 
and mourning, money and those household superstitions and customs that exerted 
so strong an effect on the imaginations of people.

This he has certainly achieved, having 
brought together an ample collection of good English and Continental recipes, with 
clear instructions, and excellent illustrations, as well as much other useful information 
on such matters as menus, carving and kitchen equipment.

This book, by the author of Economic Control, Plan your own Industries and other works, 

is intended mainly for the non-specialist student or general reader who has not time 

to read the more intensive works on industrial sociology and psychology on which 
it is partly based. After a general introduction, it discusses the nature of human 
personality and of its changes through life. It considers, among other matters, the 
factors making for good team-work in the small group, and, as the group grows, 
the necessary specialisation of functions and the desirable relationships with the wider 
community.

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exquisite gardens, public and private, he has created in Britain, France, Addis Ababa 
and New York. The beautiful photographs of gardens, great and small, formal and 
informal, reveal his skill in exploiting natural features and his wise use of light 
and shade. Since he states each site’s problems, the nature of its soil, the effect te at 
and the varieties of plants, trees and shrubs selected, his book will help amateurs with 
their own garden planning.

ATTIC BLACK-FIGURE VASE-PAINTERS. J. D. Beazley. 
Oxford University Press, 126s. 1956. 24 cm. 868 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
This specialised inventory of surviving specimens of Greek terra-cotta pottery 
decorated with figures painted in black glaze is a companion volume to the same 
author’s Aftic Red-Figure Vase-Painters (revised edition 1942). It follows the 
same arrangement of listing groups of painters in roughly chronological order with a 
brief description of each vase and present location. Critical apparatus includes indexes 
of collections, of the mythological subjects represented on the vases, and of original 
provenance, together with a list of the principal vase shapes and a table of 
abbreviations. The volume is unillustrated and designed for permanent reference by 
classical archaeologists, museum curators and other specialists. Sir John Beazley is 
Professor of Classical Archaeology in the University of Oxford. (738-3)

A DICTIONARY OF MODERN PAINTING. General Editors: 
Carlton Lake and Robert Maillard. Translated from the French by Alan Bird, 
Lawrence Samuelson, Katie Kaplan, Mary Hart and Barbara Marchutz. Methuen, 
30s. 1956. 21°5 cm. 336 pages. Numerous illustrations (many in colour). 
This useful reference book, the work of a number of art critics, mainly French, 
presents information in a new manner which deserves the highest praise. Its two 
hundred and fifty entries cover painters, art movements (e.g., Neo-Impressionism, 
Vorticism), places (e.g., the Slade School), men of letters who have influenced 
painting, and important exhibitions from the time of the Impressionists until 
approximately 1940 (artists who have made their mark since the outbreak of World 
War II are not included). Each entry is in the form of a short essay which combines 
facts with critical appraisal. The illustrations consist of small reproductions, most of 
them in colour, set in the text. Each painter is illustrated by at least one of these small- 
scale reproductions. The result is a finely conceived and integrated book which, as 
well as serving the specific requirements of a dictionary, makes ideal browsing 
ground.

Written for the non-specialist, this handbook describes the different engraving 

techniques with an introductory chapter of practical hints and a concluding section 

comprising bibliography, glossary and a list of the chier engravers of the past, both 

British and foreign. The aim throughout has been to start the novice-collector off 

on the right lines and to give him a sound approach to the subject. The book was 

originally published as Chats on Old Prints; the text of this volume has been brought 

up to date by Mr. Cyril Bunt. (760)

MOZART IN THE BRITISH MUSEUM. Trustees of the British 
Museum, 3s. 1956. Obl. 24-5 cm. 28 pages. 12 illustrations. 

This. atrractive booklet was produced in connection with the large exhibition 
arranged in the British Museum to commemorate the centenary of Mozart’s birth. 
It is of some value as a permanent record and source book, for the introduction gives 
a detailed, though somewhat dry, account of the growth of his music—in autographs 
and first editions—in the collections, and includes some little known details about 
his personal connection, when a child, with the Museum. There is also a list, with 
necessarily very brief descriptions, of all the items in the exhibition, which ranges 
from Mozart’s seventh year right up to his death. (780-92)

CRICKET. Trevor Bailey. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 9s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 190 pages. 
162 photographs. 11 diagrams. 
This is a thoughtful book in which advice on all aspects of the game is given by one 
of the leading English cricketers of the present day. Bowling, batting, and fielding, 
in all of which the author is an expert of international standing, are dealt with 
comprehensively and there are excellent sections on coaching and captaincy. 
Controversial issues which arise in ‘big’ cricket, such as leg theory, persistent bumping, 
and the effect of great publicity on players’ confidence, are not neglected, and in fact 
are tackled by the author with common sense and courage. (796-3) 


LIONS RAMPANT. The British Isles Rugby Tour of South Africa, 1955. 
Vivian Jenkins. Cassell, 15s. 1956. 20°5 cm. 276 pages. 38 photographs. Tables. 
The author, who is the Sunday Times correspondent for rugby football, and was 
a member of an earlier “British Lions’ team which toured South Africa in 1938, 
accompanied the famous ‘Lions’ of 1955 throughout their tour in a country which 
has always provided the most formidable of opponents. His book is not only a 
factual account of the matches played but also a shrewd practical analysis of a tour 
which was remarkably successful and which produced exciting, swift-moving and 
clever rugby football of a character not often seen in recent years. (796-33) 


THE ART OF MODERN FOOTBALL. H. Loftus-Tottenham. 
Faber, 12s.6d. 1956. 22-5 cm. 124 pages. 45 photographs. 5 diagrams. Index. 

The basic principles of association football are clearly explained in this admirable 

book. A chapter is devoted to each position on the field, and captaincy, managership, 

tactics, training, diet, injuries and their treatment are also soundly discussed. Various 
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aspects of the technique of the game are well demonstrated by a series of photographs 
of professional players in action. (796-33) 


MONT BLANC TO EVEREST. Gaston Rébuffat. Text translated 
from the French by Geoffrey Sutton. Preface by Wilfrid Noyce. Thames & Hudson, 
358. 1956. 26 cm. 158 pages. 69 photographs (8 in colour). 

The standard of books of mountain photography has risen rapidly during the past 

few years, due partly to improved production and partly to the introduction of colour 

prints. In this most attractive book Gaston Rébuffat, a well-known and much 
travelled guide, includes not only his own pictures but also those of other expert 
mountaineers and photographers from all over the world. The results are most 
satisfying, and we get a large number of remarkable views—both of scenery and of 
climbers in action—not only in the Alps but also in the Himalaya, the Canadian 
ranges, Mount Kenya, and the peaks of South America. Rébuffat also supplies a 
worthy commentary, admirably translated by Geoffrey Sutton. (796-52) 


A RACING HISTORY OF THE BENTLEY (1921-1931). 
Darell Berthon. Bodley Head, 30s. 1956. 25-5 cm. 144 pages. Numerous photographs. 
Tables. 

The earlier Bentleys have always had a place of their own in the affection of those 

who delight in the history of the motor car. In this book, illustrated with many 

photographs, some of which are of outstanding interest, the Secretary of the Bentley 

Drivers Club has provided a strictly factual record of Bentley progress from the 

Essex Motor Club’s mecting in May 1921, when W. O. Bentley's 3-litre first 

appeared, to the 500 mile race at Brooklands in September 1931—ten years of 

excitement and, often, of notable achievement. An appendix carries the story down 

to the Le Mans race of 1933. (796-72) 


THE MASTER DIVER and Underwater Sportsman. T. A. Hampton. 
Adlard Coles in association with Harrap, 15s. 1956. 19°5 cm. 208 pages. Numerous 
photographs, drawings and diagrams. Decompression tables. Index. 

Captain Hampton, chief instructor at the British Underwater Centre at Dartmouth, 

presents here an invaluable reference book for the serious amateur diver. Technical 

details of equipment and the physiological aspects of diving are extremely well 
covered. Criticism is made of the advertising of various manufacturers’ products, 
but otherwise this is an excellent handbook, well indexed and illustrated; it will 
probably become a standard work on the subject. (797°2) 


LAZY RIVERS. Alan Savory. Bles, 16s. 1956. 22 cm. 192 pages. 11 
photographs. 

This is a book for all lovers of the countryside, by a writer whose prose is clear and 

precise, owing much to careful observation. It is largely concerned with descriptions 

of shooting, fishing and fowling in East Anglia, and, among many other delightful 

things, shows a wonderful understanding of the sportsman’s great companion, his 

dog. (799) 

LITERATURE 

D. H. LAWRENCE: SELECTED LITERARY CRITICISM. 
Edited by Anthony Beal. Heinemann, 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 448 pages. Index. 

Lawrence is the type of critic, rare before the present century, who writes always 

from the point of view of the practising artist. He seldom employs sustained analysis, 
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but prefers to plunge informally into the heart of the matter; the result, when 
assembled from reviews, correspondence, books that particularly interested him, and 
occasional essays, is an imposing body of criticism. Lawrence wrote only on his 
contemporaries or close predecessors, and one constantly finds him criticising in 
terms of his experience of life, rather than of strictly literary judgments. His range 
includes studies of modern German, Russian and Italian writers, but far the most 
impressive group of his essays are those on the classical American authors of the last 
century. Mr. Beal has made an admirably comprehensive selection, but in the present 
scattered state of Lawrence’s criticism, it is a pity that a bibliography could not have 
been included. (804) 
PREDILECTIONS. Marianne Moore. Faber, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 180 pages. 

[hese occasional papers by a well-known American poet, collected over a period 
of thirty years, are cast in the form of notes rather than of finished essays. Miss Moore 
has a mind immensely stored with reading, she quotes freely and aptly and likes to 
throw out a quotation which starts a fruitful train of ideas sometimes quite un- 


connected with the preceding paragraphs. The most consistent and impressive of 


these essays is her study of Henry James; there are also plenty of striking obiter dicta 
on T. S. Eliot, Ezra Pound, Wallace Stevens and E. E. Cummings, and an agrecable 
reminiscence of that most distinguished American magazine The Dial, of which 
she was editor 1925-29. (804) 


UNPROFESSIONAL ESSAYS. John Middleton Murry. Cape, 15s. 1956. 
20°§ cm. 192 pages. 

These four essays, on Fielding, Clare, Whitman, and T. S. Eliot, are fine examples 
of appreciative and combative criticism. Fielding is defended against adverse modern 
judgments as an exponent, especially in Tom Jones, of the morality of natural goodness. 
Clare is treated with great sympathetic insight as a visionary poet, clinging to the 
lost paradises of childhood and first love, and hating the enclosure of open fields— 

the symbol, to him, of the loss of freedom and innocence. Whitman is shown as the 
religiously humble prophet of liberal democracy. The essay on T. S. Eliot as a 
dramatist finds the three plays on modern themes essentially false to human 
experience, since they claim that romantic love must always turn into an illusion, 
and either change into an unloving marriage, or be transferred to God. This is an 
illuminating book, warmly humane, and full of shrewd common sense. (804) 


American Literature 
THE SHOCK OF RECOGNITION. The Development of Literature 
in the United States recorded by the men who made it. Edited by Edmund Wilson. 
W. H. Allen, 45s. 1956. 20 cm. 1,310 pages. Decorations. 
The idea behind this critical selection is an original one, namely, to demonstrate the 
impact upon one another of a number of the major figures of American literature 
at a time when it was beginning to acquire both stature and self-consciousness. 
The period begins at the middle of the nineteenth century and closes some seventy 
years later. It includes essays by most of the great novelists of the classic age as well 
as by J. R. Lowell, Henry Adams, and D. H. Lawrence. The editor has confined 
himself to authors of creative literature and has prefaced cach author with a sketch 
of the literary context of the period. (810-4) 


SELECTED POEMS. Randall Jarrell. Faber, 15s. 1956. 21 cm. 224 pages. 
Mr. Randall Jarrell, American poet, critic and novelist, has here assembled a selection 
from four volumes of his poetry, published in the United States since 1942. 
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Essentially a romantic poet working in the Whitman tradition, Mr. Jarrell does not 
attempt to use the verse forms that are coming back into currency. He is a lively 
and sympathetic observer of life in Europe as well as in his own country; and he has 
obviously been profoundly moved by his war experiences. The five-line poem, 
‘The Death of the Ball Turret Gunner’, is a masterpiece of compressed poetic 
statement. (811 5) 


English Literature 
CLASSICAL INFLUENCES ON ENGLISH PROSE. Jj. A. K. 
Thomson. Allen & Unwin, 16s. 1956. 20°5 cm. 318 pages. Index. 

In The Classical Influence on English Poetry Professor Thomson illustrated by quotation 
the influences discussed in The Classical Background of English Literature (1948). The 
present volume does for prose what that one did for poctry, and similar methods 
are adopted, except that most of the prose quotations are in English, not in Latin or 
Greek. The references given will make it easy for readers having access to classical 
texts to study the originals. A wide variety of English and Classical authors of all 


periods are compared. The book will be useful both to general readers and to English 
Honours students. (820) 


English Poetry 


AN ANTHOLOGY OF NEW ZEALAND VERSE. Selected by 
Robert Chapman and-Jonathan Bennett. Oxford University Press, 21s. 1956. 
19 cm. 374 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This selection represents the work of New Zealand poets over the last hundred 

years, the greater part from the last three decades. The early poems bear obvious 

traces of the pioneer ballad idiom, but since the beginning of the century it is 

European poctry which has set the tone. The dominant poetic form is the short lyric, 

descriptive of personal relations, the home town or the landscape, and satire or other 

types of longer poem are seldom found. Two of Katherine Mansfield’s poems are 
included; among modern pocts the work of Dennis Glover stands out for the vigour 
of his wit and the versatility of his rhythms. (821-08NZ) 


ON THE POETRY OF SPENSER AND THE FORM OF 
ROMANCES. John Arthos. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 208 pages. 
Index. 

Spenser was, above all, a poet who wrote to the imagination and there is much to 

be said for an approach like that of Professor Arthos which, while taking into account 

the findings of modern scholarship, returns in spirit to the values of the nineteenth- 
century Romantic critics. He believes that The Faerie Queene is best understood in the 

context of romance writing, and much of his book is, accordingly, taken up with a 

consideration of the settings and action in medieval romances and in the work of 

Boiardo, Ariosto, and Tasso. This is not a simple book because Professor Arthos 

rightly refuses to simplify his subject; but it is based on extensive knowledge of its 

material, and as an essay in interpretation it has much to offer to readers who know 

Spenser or the Italians well enough to recognise the richness and variety of their 

meaning. (821-3) 


SATIRES AND VERSES. John Dronsfield. Edited by Denis Hatfield 
Bullough. Oxford University Press (Cape Town and London), 10s.6d. 1956. 21 cm. 
68 pages. Chronology. 

These poems, by a South African of English origin, range from light verse to serious 


poems inspired by hatred for exploiters and pity for the exploited. John Dronsfield 
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was an artist and theatrical designer and some of his best poems are exact visual 
transmissions of the South African scene. He has a gift for fantasy, crisply handled, 
almost in nursery rhyme style, and a light Betjemanish touch in his ‘London 
Nightpieces’. But his later poems are more powerful, especially the bitter poem, 
‘The Pygmies’. He is uneven, and uncertain of his true bent, but he had the makings 
of a good serious satirical poet. He died in 1951. (821-9SA) 


EDWIN MUIR. J. C. Hall. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 1956. 21-5 cm. 
36 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Bibliographical 
Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

Winning recognition only late in his career, Mr. Muir has in the past few years 

advanced rapidly to the front rank of living British poets. He possesses the inestimable 

gift of seeing the confused, hurrying movement of modern life with a steady eye 
and of discerning the underlying realities; he is a lyric poet who possesses a profound 
moral intuition. Mr. Hall describes his subject’s Scottish background and gives an 
extremely lucid analysis of his poetic inspiration; he does justice besides to his 
criticism of novels and poetry and his translations of Kafka. (821-9) 


ONE FOOT IN. EDEN. Edwin Muir. Faber, 10s.6d. 1956. 22-5 cm. 
84 pages. 
In many of these poems, as the title suggests, Mr. Muir pursues the symbols of the 
legend of the Creation of man and his paradisal life until the Fall. These recollections 
of an archaic state of innocence have always been strong in this poet’s work. Even in 
the more contemporary poems Mr. Muir is always alert to what he calls ‘the signs 
of the fable in our lives’, man’s most fundamental experiences which he feels are 
restated in fresh terms for every generation. The technical quality of his work with 
its mastery of the three-stress line, so reminiscent of Yeats, is as high as ever.

THE COLLECTED POEMS OF KATHLEEN RAINE. Hamish 
Hamilton, 15s. 1956. 20-5 cm. 192 pages. 
In this volume Miss Raine has made a rigorous selection of her poetry so far 
published, applying the test of whether each poem could still reawaken an imaginative 
experience in her. She has rejected a number of early verses containing ecclesiastical 
symbolism and the greater part of the volume Living in Time. Fortunately her finest 
collection, The Pythoness, has been mainly preserved, as is the whole of The Year One, 
her latest and most varied sequence of poems. Her most characteristic verse is 
concerned with those rare moments of awareness, encountered in town or country, 
when the outer world falls away and an experience of blinding intensity is left. The 
range of her poetry is limited, but its music and its technique are perfectly adapted to 
express her peculiarly meditative inspiration. (821-9) 


English Drama 

EVERYMAN AND MEDIEVAL MIRACLE PLAYS. Edited with 
an introduction by A. C. Cawley. Dent, 6s. 1956. 18-5 cm. 288 pages. 
Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

This is not a new edition of the former volume in Everyman’s Library, it is a new 

book. Dr. Cawley has made a fresh selection of fourteen of the ‘miracle’ plays from 

the pageant-cycles of York, Chester, Wakefield, Coventry, etc., based on Bible 

episodes, including the Creation, the Flood, the Nativity, the Crucifixion and the 
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Last Judgement. The famous morality play Everyman and The Death of Pilate (a 
translation of a medieval Cornish play) are also included. The partially modernised 
text, with full explanatory notes, makes this an admirable book for the ‘general 
reader’. (822-1) 


SHAKESPEARE SURVEY, 9. An Annual Survey of Shakespearian Study 
and Production. Edited by Allardyce Nicoll. Cambridge University Press, 21s. 1956. 
25°5 cm. 176 pages. 40 illustrations. 2 musical examples. Notes. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The central theme of this year’s issue is Hamlet,-for long the subject of more critical 

study than any other work of Shakespeare, so that a guide to the mass of theory 

which has accumulated around the play is particularly valuable. Clifford Leech 
summarises and assesses the scholarly researches of the last half century and E. Martin 

Browne describes the changing fashions in production over the same period. 

Richard David concentrates his usual review of the year’s performances upon 

Macbeth, and among the international features there is a particularly interesting 

historical survey on Shakespeare and Bohemia by Otakar Vocadlo. (822-3) 


THE MULBERRY BUSH. A Play in Three Acts." Angus Wilson. 
Secker & Warburg, 10s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 112 pages. 
As one would expect from this distinguished novelist and critic, The Mulberry Bush 
is generous in intellectual content and emotional power, the plot is carefully inter- 
woven and the dialogue excellently in character, but Mr. Wilson has yet to acquire 
that sixth sense that gives warning of action impeded by speech. The play lags, but 
it is an interesting study, set in a university, of the effect upon the younger generation 
of a family devoted to good works—particularly a dead son, a great social worker, 
about whom unexpected revelations are made. The play has been rewritten for 
production in London, and it will be interesting to compare the two versions.

THE HERO IN ECLIPSE IN VICTORIAN FICTION. Mario 
Praz. Translated from the Italian by Angus Davidson. Oxford University Press, 
458. 1956. 22°5 cm. 486 pages. 40 illustrations. Notes. Index. 

In this long critical study of the Victorian novel Professor Praz traces the transforma- 

tion of the romantic hero of an earlier generation into a figure epitomising the 

bourgeois virtues of kindliness, thrift and family affection. He finds the closest parallel 
to this style of characterisation in the Dutch genre painting of the seventeenth century 
onwards. English literature does not perhaps provide the most apt illustration for 
this theory, since the romantic spirit had not previously attained its highest expression 
in English fiction. The book is nevertheless of much interest for its detailed studies 
of the treatment of realism in the work of Dickens, Thackeray, Trollope and George 
Eliot. (823-8) 


English Essays 

CARLYLE: SELECTED WORKS, REMINISCENCES AND 
LETTERS. Edited by Julian Symons. Hart-Davis, 27s.6d. 1956. 21 cm. 784 pages. 
Chronology. (Reynard Library) 


Selections have been made from ten of Carlyle’s major works published between 
1829 and 1881 and from his letters of 1823-78. The selections are arranged to show 
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the stages by which Carlyle, an unorthodox Radical, became an advocate of authori- 
tarian rule. He is seen as the critic of convention and smug optimism, the prophet of 
revolution, and, finally, as secking for his Great Man to lead and control. Mr. 
Symons’ admirable introduction and skilful selection of extracts suggest an 
encouraging approach to the study of Carlyle. (824-8) 


THE BELOVED CAPTAIN. Based on selected essays by Donald Hankey 
(A Student in Arms). Edited with notes by Ronald Selby Wright. Bles, 9s.6d. 1956. 
19 cm. 128 pages. Frontispiece. 

This collection of essays has the quality, above all else, of complete sincerity. The 

selection has been made from the articles which Donald Hankey wrote for The 

Spectator under the pen name of ‘A Student in Arms’ while serving in the army during 

the First World War. Most readers will none the less agree with Lt.-General Sir 

James Cassels’ verdict, in his Foreword, that they remain ‘as young and relevant today 

as when they were written’. There have inevitably been changes in detail but no 

more. The principles remain. These essays should appeal to the thoughtful reader 
who has learned, as Hankey did, to recognise greatness in the ordinary man and to 

preserve a just proportion in his judgment of men. (824:9)

TACITUS: THE ANNALS OF IMPERIAL ROME. A _ new 
translation with an introduction by Michael Grant. Penguin Books, 5s. 1956. 18 cm. 
448 pages. 12 maps. Plan. Notes. Glossary. 4 genealogical tables. Index. Paper 
covers. (Penguin Classics) 

This is a translation of Tacitus’s Annales, an incomplete history of Rome under the 

emperors from Tiberius to Nero. Professor Grant achieves readability by a clear and 

simple style that makes little attempt to reproduce the poetic and epigrammatic 
elements in Tacitus’s expression. Anything that interrupts the flow of straightforward 
narrative is relegated to footnotes. This is advantageous to the general reader, but it 
must be stressed that the book should not be used by students as a ‘crib’. The volume 
is well supplied with maps, indexes, and brief explanatory notes. Non-Latinists 
interested in Roman history will find it useful. (878-6)

Section I of this useful reference book gives a list of the staff of University Geography 
Departments, information about entrance requirements and entrance scholarships, 
brief details of the major geographical institutions and societies of importance to the 
geographer, and particulars of current sources of reference material and statistics. 
Section II includes articles on modern methods of geography teaching and the 
training of and courses for geography teachers, and lists geography lecturers in 
University Departments of Education and Training Colleges in England and Wales. 
The final section, on recent geographical developments, has been written in the form 
of a series of continuous articles on such themes as the discovery and exploitation of 
mineral wealth, the development of fuel and energy resources, and recent trends in 
industry.

THE CAPE HORN BREED. My Experiences as an Apprentice in Sail in 
the full-rigged ship British Isles. William H. S. Jones, Master Mariner, as told to 
P. R. Stephensen. Melrose, 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 328 pages. 28 illustrations. Endpaper 
map. Notes. Glossary. Index. 

Captain Jones is one of the fast diminishing group of seamen who had their training 

in sail—round Cape Horn. Few, if any, tasks in human history have called for such 

sustained endurance as these voyages. Captain Jones’s experiences have been well 
recorded by Mr. Stephensen, and a judicious selection of photographs adds to what 
is a valuable record of a notable breed of men. The literature of Cape Horn is by now 
substantial: this is a readable addition to the annals of the earlier years of the present 
century which were the final years of the Cape Horn passages. (910-4) 


A STILLNESS IN THE AIR. Elisabeth Kyle. Peter Davies, 18s. 1956. 
20°5 cm. 256 pages. 
Miss Kyle nostalgically recreates for us in this reflective travel book a pre-war Europe 
which has vanished into the irrecoverable past. Wandering through Germany, 
Latvia, Jugo-Slavia and Czecho-Slovakia during the uneasy years which culminated 
in Munich, she saw these countries as a resident rather than as a visitor. From her 
pension in Berlin, flat in Riga or house in an old Bosnian town, she was able to 
experience fully an old way of life and note the symptoms of approaching change. 
Simply and vividly told, these recollections are a human interpretation of recent 
history. (914) 


DR. JOHNSON’S LICHFIELD. Mary Alden Hopkins. Peter Owen, 25s. 
1956. 24 cm. 272 pages. 17 illustrations. 2 plans. Chronology. Notes. Bibliography. 
_ Index. 
A very readable study of the town in which Samuel Johnson spent his somewhat 
troubled youth and to which he returned frequently in later years. As one would 
expect, much of the book is devoted to him, but there are also accounts of a host of 
Lichfield’s personalities of the time—the Cathedral clergy and the landed gentry; 
the then fashionable but now forgotten poetess Anna Seward; the widow Mrs. 
Porter who became Mrs. Samuel Johnson, and the remarkable Dr. Erasmus Darwin, 
who had so much in common, both physically and intellectually, with Johnson 
himself, to mention only a few. Those who know the Doctor only from their 
reading of Boswell will find this book entertaining and informative. (914°2) 


DORSET RIVER. Monica Hutchings. Macdonald, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 
264 pages. 26 photographs by the author. Map. Index. 
The Stour basin is one of the prettiest, most unspoilt, and least written-up districts 
in England. The author has explored both banks upstream from Christchurch, past 
Wimborne and Blandford, to the wonderful gardens at Stourhead. Hers is the ideal 
method of touring: using a car to save fatigue and avoid dull patches (and occasionally 
to sleep in) but penetrating on foot into every inviting nook and corner, talking to 
all and sundry, and taking her own photographs. She tells us what she has seen or 
heard, not what she has read, and her book is a model of its kind. (914:2) 


LONDON FOR EVERYMAN. Revised by John Freeman after William 
Kent. Dent, 8s.6d. 1956. 17-5 cm. 304 pages including 48 pages of maps in colour. 
Bibliography. Indexes. (Everyman Guides) 

Arrangement, style and large clear type make this much more of a book to be read 

than most guide-books, but it is none the less a practical, efficient guide, well indexed, 
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and packed with information, contemporary, historical, literary and architectural. 
The reader is taken on conducted tours of all the most interesting parts of London, 
and there are up-to-date lists of hotels, restaurants, embassies, etc. A striking feature 
of the book is the beautiful atlas by Bartholomew, comprising all the historical maps 
and street plans which most visitors will need. (914-21) 


JUNGLE QUEST. Edward Weyer, Jr. Muller, 15s. 1956. 20-5 cm. 182 pages. 
32 photographs by the author. 3 maps. 
On a one-man expedition into the Brazilian interior for the New York Natural 
History Museum, Dr. Weyer succeeded in visiting a settlement of the ‘wild’ 
Chavantes. He modestly recounts his experiences among these, the last of the world’s 
primitive tribes still to be pacified, and among the Camayurd and Xingu Indians 
in the Mato Grosso. He describes his meeting with Orlando Villas Boas, who is 
trying to pacify and protect the Indians from the disintegrating effects of contact 
with the white man’s civilisation. Anthropologists will want to study the author’s 
tape-recordings, but this exciting book will fascinate the general reader. _ (918-17)

ENCHANTING BELLAMY. Cyril Hughes Hartmann. Heinemann, 253. 
1956. 22 cm. 352 pages. 9 illustrations. Endpaper illustration. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 
Mr. Hartmann has based his biography on the five volumes of his subject’s by no 
means accurate memoirs, published in 1785 in an unsuccessful attempt to recruit her 
fortunes and vindicate her reputation. He has repeated Miss Bellamy’s ‘tall stories’ 
but checked them where possible, and has introduced authentic new material. The 
book is very much more than the story of a beautiful and talented actress (1728-88) 
who played opposite James Quin, David Garrick and other famous actors of this 
period of great acting and an almost non-existent drama. In tracing Miss Bellamy’s 
diverse fortunes in England and Ireland, it pictures in detail the social life among 
the nobility and the humble, but is most interesting in its description of life in the 
theatres. (92) 


CONFESSIONS OF AN ENGLISH OPIUM-EATER. In_ both 
the Revised and the Original texts with its sequels Suspiria de Profundis and The 
English Mail-Coach. Thomas De Quincey. Edited with an introduction and a life 
of De Quincey by Malcolm Elwin. Macdonald, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 638 pages. 
8 plates. Chronology. (Macdonald Illustrated Classics) 

The policy of this series is to reproduce the text of a work as it was finally revised 

and approved by its author. The difficulty with the Confessions and its sequels has 

been the fact that De Quincey’s final revision altered the character of the original 
work by considerable expansion; at the same time, he substantially reduced the 

Suspiria by transferring matter from it to his Autobiographic Sketches. Malcolm Elwin 

outlines the development of the text in an admirable Introduction and explains why 

this edition is claimed to be ‘the first complete and satisfactory presentation of the 

Confessions and its sequels’. The volume also contains the editor’s short biography of 

De Quincey, first published in 1935 and now revised. A welcome addition to a very 

useful series, and excellent value for the price. (92) 


TWILIGHT OF THE MAHARAJAS. Sir Kenneth Fitze. Murray, 15s. 
1956. 22 cm. 180 pages. 14 photographs. Index. 

The author entered the Indian Civil Service in 1911 and, after three years in the 

Central Provinces, spent nearly thirty years in various Indian States as a representative 
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of the Government of India Political Department. From 1944 to 1947 he was an 
Adviser to the Secretary of State for India. His experience therefore spans the period 
from the Delhi Durbar of King George V to the transfer of power to India and 
Pakistan, and his reminiscences are an interesting commentary on the Indian States 
and their rulers during the last generation of princely power. While primarily an 
unpretentious but agreeable record of the varied life of a distinguished Indian Civil 
Servant, it also provides a valuable background to the great changes which have come 
to the political and administrative structure of India. (92) 


THE LETTERS OF EDWARD GIBBON. Edited by J. E. Norton. 
Volume One 1750-1773, Letters 1-236. Volume Two 1774-1784, Letters 237-618. 
Volume Three 1784-1794, Letters 619-878. Cassell, 168s. the set. 1956. 24 cm. 
440 : 440 : 480 pages. 5 : 5 : 4 plates. Tables. Chronology. Indexes. 

The letters of Edward Gibbon, author of the great literary and historical classic 

The Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire, are here collected for the first time, the first 

written when Gibbon was thirteen, the last within a few days before his death at 

fifty-six. From their revelation of his financial worries, early love affair, gossip, 
family affections, opinions on men, places and contemporary events, placidity in 
public life, quictism, and concern about his great work and its reception, a very 
human, amusing and likeable person emerges. While Gibbon did not have the 
grace of the great letter writer who can make literature of trifles, the growth of his 
genius and scholarship can be traced here, and his great style shows itself at times 
but usually in an ironical vein. Miss Norton’s careful treatment of the text, her 
excellent footnotes and comprehensive and original indexes exhibit editing at its 
very best and may well make this the definitive edition. (92) 


VICTOR HUGO. André Maurois. Translated from the French by Gerard 
Hopkins. Cape, 30s. 1956. 23°5 cm. $40 pages. 9 illustrations. Notes. Bibliography. 
Index. 

A biography of Victor Hugo (1802-1885), inextricably interwoven as it is with the 

kaleidoscopic history of the 19th century, presents an immense task. M. Maurois, 

consulting countless documents and hitherto unpublished texts, makes of it a 

fascinating story. He presents all the formative influences: the varied scenes of Hugo’s 

childhood, his lusty soldier-father, and strange Breton mother. Adéle Foucher, 
whom Hugo married in 1822, is sympathetically treated throughout (Sainte-Beuve, 
the villain of that marriage drama, is not too villainously portrayed), and Juliette 

Drouet, the faithful mistress who forgave her domineering lover his many infidelities, 

comes pathetically to life. Hugo’s political ideas—hardly more contradictory than 

their background—are ably handled. Many cuts (not indicated and some regrettable) 
have been made from the French edition. The main text is admirably translated, 
though Mr. Hopkins’ versions of the poems have no great merit. Too many misprints 

disfigure the passages quoted in French. (92) 


AN ASIAN PRIME MINISTER’S STORY. Sir John Kotelawala. 
Harrap, 15s. 1956. 21-§ cm. 204 pages. 13 photographs. 2 drawings. Index. 

‘An experiment in frank speaking’ is the description which Sir John Kotelawala, 

Prime Minister of Ceylon, gives to this autobiographical sketch. The adjective 

‘frank’ is well chosen. Sir John has picked out, and compressed into less than 200 

pages, some of the highlights of his life as youthful nationalist, combative politician, 
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and much respected statesman. His account of the workings, above and below the 
surface, of the Bandung Conference of Asian and African nations is of special interest. 
Future historians of the resurgence of Asia will find valuable material in this self- 
portrait of a nationalist of the Right. (92) 


LOUIS XIV AND MARIE MANCINI. Monica Sutherland. Cape, 
16s. 1956. 20-5 cm. 214 pages. 10 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
This quiet essay on the private life of Louis XIV gives a pleasing view of the court 
life of seventeenth century France. The one really romantic episode in the Grand 
Monarch’s life was his early attraction to the niece of Cardinal Mazarin. The young 
people hoped they might be allowed to marry, but did not realise that the ruler of 
a great state could not be allowed to gratify personal desires at the expense of dynastic 
policy. This essay makes no fresh contribution to French history, but it is gracefully 
written, and displays good taste, an unusual feature in most modern narratives of 


court life of the period. (92) 
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‘MY DEAR DUCHESS’. Social and Political Letters to the Duchess 
of Manchester, 1858-69. Edited by A. L. Kennedy. Murray, 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 
262 pages. 8 plates. Index. 

Louise, wife of the seventh Duke of Manchester, had a great reputation in her day 

as an intelligent as well as a beautiful society hostess, whose house in London was 

sedulously _aanteosio by royalty, diplomatists, cabinet misisters, and other leaders 
of society. Among her close friends was Lord Clarendon, something of a politician, 
and very much a shrewd man of the political world. In his letters to her he retailed 
the current social gossip. He was an acute critic of affairs, and an informed com- 
mentator on men, women and society. This edition of some of his letters provides an 
interesting sidelight on English life in Victoria’s reign. Some letters from other 
correspondents are included. (92) 


DOUBLE EXPOSURE. A Photographer’s Recollections. Merlyn Severn. 
Faber, 21s. 1956. 225 cm. 220 pages. 43 photographs (1 in colour). 

These experiences of a gifted photographer attached to Picture Post will be of special 

appeal to all photographers, professional or amateur, but will not be without interest 

for other readers. Miss Severn, who has an unusual personality, has specialised in 

ballet photography (without flashlight), African folk-lore, and nature photographs. 

The illustrations, as one might expect, are brilliant and excellently reproduced. (92) 


PRINTER AND PLAYGROUND. An Autobiography. Oliver Simon. 
Faber, 27s.6d. 1956. 26 cm. 172 pages. 50 illustrations (3 in colour). Indexes. 
As typographer, editor of The Fleuron and of Signature, founder of the Double Crown 
Club and a director of the famous Curwen Press, Oliver Simon has played a leading 
part in the English typographical renaissance. With characteristic modesty he says 
much less in this book about his own life and achievements than about the work of 
others, and many well-known artists, writers, typographers, calligraphers and 
printers appear in his pages. There is disappointingly little discussion of printing 
and graphic design, but the illustrations, many of them typographical, are a clear 
statement of the standards which the Curwen Press has maintained for over a quarter 
of a century. Oliver Simon died on March 18th, 1956. (92)

DIEPPE AT DAWN. The Story of the Dieppe Raid. R. W. Thompson. 
Hutchinson, 15s. 1956. 22 cm. 216 pages. Frontispiece. Endpaper photographs. 
2 diagrams. 
The raid on Dieppe in 1942 was one of the most controversial operations of the 
Second World War. The casualties were extremely heavy—over 4,000 men, of whom 
three-quarters were Canadians. In addition more than 100 aircraft and over 30 ships 
were lost. At first sight it might appear that little was gained in return for these very 
serious losses. But Sir Winston Churchill has said that the experience was invaluable 
for the later landings in Normandy and that the large-scale air battle alone justified 
the raid. Mr. Thompson describes the action graphically, step by step, from the time 
that 252 ships set sail at night until the survivors’ return to England on the following 
evening. These were without doubt events worthy of recording. (940°541) 


DEFEAT INTO VICTORY. Sir William Slim. Cassell, 25s. 1956. 
21-5 cm. $88 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 21 maps. Index. 
This important contribution to the history of the Second World War is the personal 
account of Field-Marshal Sir William Slim, Commander of the Fourteenth Army. 
After the British had been overwhelmed by the superiority of the Japanese in numbers, 
equipment and air power and driven from Burma back to India, Slim was given 
command of a newly-raised army which soon reflected his superlative power for 
training a fighting force. Playing a leading role in the recapture of Burma, his army 
triumphed at Kohima and Imphal, crossed the Chindwin and Irrawaddy, destroyed 
the main Japanese forces around Mandalay and advanced to Rangoon. No other major 
campaign has offered so many difficulties in communications and battle conditions. 
It is an outstanding record of a never-to-be-forgotten army under a great and 
popular leader, who tells the story with modesty and full appreciation of the soldiers 
and airmen of many races who fought and flew to victory. (940-542) 


THE DRAMA OF THE SCHARNHORST. A Factual Account 
from the German Viewpoint. Fritz~Otto Busch. Translated from the German by 
Eleanor Brockett and Anton Ehrenzweig. Hale, 15s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 186 pages. 
22 photographs. 3 plans. Bibliography. Index. 

The German battle-ship Scharnhorst was sunk by a Squadron commanded by Admiral 

Fraser on 26 December, 1943, after a gallant defence. Her war story, recounted here, 

was, in fact, one of the most successful in the German navy in World War II. The 

greater part of the narrative is devoted to her last action—the ship was directed to 
attack a Russian convoy—and it has the interest of including material provided by 
the senior survivor, a petty officer. The very high quality of German material is 
apparent from the extraordinary punishment the ship took before being sunk by 
torpedoes. (940-545) 


TO SEA IN A SIEVE. Peter Bull. Peter Davies, 15s. 1956. 20°5 cm. 
224 pages. 13 photographs. 
The author, well known as an actor, served in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve 
in World War IL. His adventures ranged from a relatively unhappy period in North 
Atlantic destroyers to a long spell in the Mediterranean in landing ships. In this arm 
of the Service he rose at length to Flotilla Officer, and he saw action off Anzio—his 
worst period—Salerno, Sicily, the South of France and elsewhere. This is not, 
however, a ‘blood-and-thunder’ war book, so much as a most amusing and very 
individual personal record. (940-548) 
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MAQUIS. George Millar. Revised edition. Pan Books, 2s.6d. 1956. 18 cm. 
286 pages. 2 maps. Paper covers. 
The author has taken the opportunity presented by this edition to revise the original, 
which was published in 1945. It describes his adventures when co-operating with the 
Maquis. Mr. Millar writes forcefully and well, and his book is one of the best on 
Resistance movements. (940-548)

TUDOR AND STUART LINCOLN. J. W. F. Hill. Cambridge 
University Press, 32s.6d. 1956. 24 cm. 268 pages. 18 plates. 4 maps. Tables. Index. 
This admirable book deserves high praise. Its author won golden opinions for an 
earlier history of the medieval city, and in this sequel he has maintained his scholarly 
reputation. His long and concentrated study of the Lincoln records enables him to 
move with ease through the city from the end of the middle ages down to the Civil 
War. Dr. Hill caters for two types of readers: first, those capable of using this local 
evidence in interpreting national history, and secondly, those citizens and lovers of 
Lincoln for whom his history may make the city more interesting either to live in 
or to visit. One might add that everyone concerned with the English way of life will 
find it illuminating. The author is right in saying that local history can, and should 
be, a stimulus to civic spirit. And this book should go far to prove his point. —_ (942) 


ILLUSTRATED HISTORY OF ENGLAND. G. M. Trevelyan. 
Longmans, 30s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 782 pages. 154 illustrations (4 in colour) selected by 
St. John Gore. 36 maps. 5 genealogical tables. Chronology. Index. 

Trevelyan’s well-known History of England, first published in 1926, has been brought 

out in this illustrated edition as yet another tribute, among the many that have been 

paid, in honour of this great historian’s eighticth birthday. The illustrations are 
reproduced from famous paintings, sculpture, contemporary cartoons, pictures and 
photographs, and are fitting to the text. Trevelyan’s life-long aim of making historical 
study acceptable to the general reader and presenting it in a style of literary worth 
is evident throughout the book. The long popularity of this work must be one of the 
best tributes the author has received. (942) 


A SMALL HOUSEHOLD OF THE XVTH CENTURY. Being 
the Account Book of Munden’s Chantry, Bridport. Edited with an introduction 
by K. L. Wood-Legh. Manchester University Press (Manchester), 18s. 1956. 21-5 cm. 
126 pages. Chronology. Glossary. 

This unassuming book will delight historians. Here is a faithful transcript of an 

account book kept by one William Savernake between 1453 and 1460. He was one 

of two priests in charge of a chantry at Bridport. He made daily notes of expenses 
for food, drink, wages, fuel, and the general maintenance of this establishment. 

Its value? Well, as the editor shows in a scholarly introduction, here is some badly 

needed data for the historian seeking to know how middle class people lived in 

fifteenth century England. Such material is rare, so this will be a precious addition 

to the sources for the social history of the period. (942-04)

THE RISE AND FALL OF NAZI GERMANY. T. L. Jarman. 
Cresset Press, 258. 1956. 22°5 cm. 388 pages. 3 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

This admirably full account, within its compass, of Nazi Germany from the origins 

of the movement to the final collapse is preceded by an analysis of the historical, 
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social and psychological influences which made such a monstrous phenomenon 
possible in the heart of twentieth century Europe. In the ordered presentation of 
such a wealth of information, lucidly expounded, well documented and under the 
control of a trained, scholarly mind, the treatment has necessarily had to be on broad 
lines, but both as factual history and as penetrating analysis there is no better single 
book available to the general reader. Those wishing to follow up any of the numerous 
special problems touched upon will find the comprehensive bibliographical material 
most valuable. (943-086) 


GERMANY AND THE NORTH ATLANTIC COMMUNITY. 
A Legal Survey. M. E. Bathurst and J. L. Simpson. Stevens & Sons, 35s. 1956. 
22°5 cm. 228 pages. Tables. Index. 

This important book examines from a legal viewpoint the present position and 

background of the Federal German Republic in the North Atlantic Community. 

It deals with the years since 1944 in three distinct periods. The first part is on the 

conventional belligerent occupation of Germany, part two deals with the period of 

military government from 1945-49, and the third section is on the work of the Allied 

High Commission, 1949-55. The last part covers the Federal Republic in the North 

Atlantic Community, its constitution, and the new relationship between the three 

Western Powers and the Republic. There are also chapters on the provisional settle- 

ment with Germany, the German defence contribution, and procedure for the 

settlement of disputes, followed by consideration of the status of the Federal Republic 
in international law. Both authors have had wide legal experience in Germany.

1956. 23 cm. 240 pages. 47 illustrations. Index. 
The Palace of Versailles has inspired many albums of splendid pictures, a few works 
of real scholarship and a host of guide books, mainly indifferent. A sound general 
history in English has been lacking, but is now provided by this eager, lively, 
pleasantly produced volume. Ian Dunlop clearly knows a great deal about the social 
and political background of seventeenth and eighteenth century France, and is 
sufficiently informed on her arts and architecture to satisfy all but the specialist with 
his account of the construction and adornment of this fabulous group of buildings. 
The eminent historian, Sir Arthur Bryant, contributes an enthusiastic foreword.

MODERN FRANCE. An Introduction to French Civilization. F. C. Roe.

A book of this kind must be selective, but Professor Roe packs a remarkable quantity 

of valuable information into his pages. The first half deals with the national character, 

and institutions, and the nature of France’s economy and resources at home and 
overseas. Nothing is more timely here than the author’s sympathetic appreciation of 

French democracy and its differences from the British, allowing for the fact that he 

describes what the system could and should achieve, rather than what it does. The 

second and more authoritative half deals with French culture and includes two

38 maps planned and 
executed by Theodore R. Miller. Bibliography. Index. 

It is not easy to compress into one volume, even when it runs to this number of pages, 

the history of two empires and of twenty independent states over a span of four and 

a half centuries, but the author has performed this task admirably. His book, first 

published in the United States in 1955, has four principal merits: it is scholarly; it 

is written with sympathy and understanding; it is lively; and it is up to date. The 
student may consult it with profit and the general reader with pleasure. The maps 

and the bibliography are, like the text, excellent. (980)

ALL MY DAYS. Neil Bell. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
254 pages. 

The fictional autobiography of a man upon whom sentence of death has just been 
pronounced by his doctor, Mr. Bell’s story has the dry, acrid quality of a harsh wine. 
Beginning quietly with the account of a dull, unrewarding childhood, Mr. Bell 
proceeds to startle the reader with the portrait of a man who finds complete moral 
Justification for a series of crimes which include murder and the theft of another 
writer’s work. In between the curious events of a smugly amoral life in the worlds of 
teaching, publishing and advertising, the author sandwiches in rather effectively a 
variety of his own comments on war, social welfare, vivisection and euthanasia. 


SPRIG MUSLIN. Georgette Heyer. Heinemann, 13s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
280 pages. 

Sir Gareth Ludlow, on his way to solicit the hand of the Lady Hester Theale—who, 
at twenty-nine, is marriagebly a problem but whose unfashionable exterior conceals 
unexpected attributes—comes to the aid of Amanda, an enchanting young runaway 
in difficulties. His assistance, not wholly welcome, plunges him into awkward 
predicaments at some risk to his reputation until Lady Hester comes to the rescue. 
Miss Heyer’s Regency romances are always looked forward to, and with good 
reason. Her touch is deft, her sense of style and period most pleasing. One could 
have wished for a little more of Lady Hester, but Amanda is an engaging creature, 
and Sprig Muslin is admirable light entertainment. 


THE LONG VIEW. Elizabeth Jane Howard. Cape, 15s. 1956. 20°5 cm. 
320 pages. 

Miss Howard is a young writer whose first novel The Beautiful Visit revealed a 
delicate, perceptive talent. Her second book, much longer and more ambitious, is an 
interesting experiment in narrative technique which betrays the author’s inexperience 
while displaying her qualities of sensibility and wit. The account of an unsuccessful 
marriage, it is told backwards, beginning with the separation and ending with 
the honeymoon. The first section is written with an Austenish elegance and wit; the 
remainder in a plain, contemporary prose. This contrast of styles successfully reflects 
the moral change from simplicity to sophistication, but the identity of the characters 
is hardly preserved. 
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THE GREAT TEMPTATION. Hans Kades. Translated from the German 
by E. E. Ashton. Angus & Robertson, 12s.6d. 1956. 20°5 cm. 318 pages. 

Richard Gerbrand, a brilliant German medical student, who has had much surgical 
experience during his war service, allows it to be assumed that he is a qualified 
doctor. He takes a medical post while secretly continuing his studies. Ironically, his 
career is nearly ruined by his successful operation on a young woman of whose life 
the hospital authorities have despaired. Well translated, The Great Temptation gives 
a convincing picture of West German hospital life in the years immediately after the 
war. Technical detail is used effectively to create atmosphere. 


CHILDREN OF THE BLACK-HAIRED PEOPLE. Evan King. 
Michael Joseph, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 416 pages. 

Based on long residence in the country and close study of rural conditions, this novel 
by an American diplomat really brings the Chinese peasant to life. The scene is a 
village in Shansi, the period the eve of the Southern Revolution in tlte. late 1920s, 
and the flavour distinctly Rabelaisian. The romance of Chang Iron Lock and the 
slave girl Second Lass is in no way obscured by the unfamiliar names and setting, 
and the book is confidently recommended to all who love a good tale and wish to 
understand something of the teeming millions of China’s people. 


A MEANS OF GRACE. Edith Pargeter. Heinemann, 15s. 1956. 20-5 cm. 
354 pages. 

A novelist with a purpose, Miss Pargeter is never afraid to expound unpopular ideas. 
Some readers will feel that this plea for greater understanding between East and 
West ignores too many genuine causes of difference and fails to take into sufficient 
account the passionate Western belief in freedom. Yet her story of a woman owing 
an allegiance of the heart to two countries in different sections of a divided world, 
and feeling that reconciliation is not only possible but necessary, is moving in its 
sincerity. 


CONNIE WOODLAND. Eden Phillpotts. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
240 pages. 

This veteran writer continues with a beguiling pertinacity to write his charmingly 
old-fashioned stories about Devonshire life before the First World War. Owing a 
devoted allegiance to the author of Lorna Doone, he has something of R. D. 
Blackmore’s unspoilt simplicity of approach. This tale of a young farm girl’s dramatic 
choice between two rustic wooers is set in the wild countryside of Dartmoor which 
the author loves so well. 


THE MANIKIN. Ralph Ricketts. Faber, 15s. 1956. 19°5 cm. 322 pages. 
Eugene Merrall, the ‘manikin’ of the title, resolves as a boy that he will allow nothing 
to stop him from becoming famous. After one or two false starts he achieves material, 
but unsatisfying, success as a portrait painter. Mr. Ricketts also explores pride of a 
different kind in Merrall’s uncle, an Anglican parson. The action moves from a 
seaside town in Southern England to Paris and then London. Although the 
dénouement is a trifle melodramatic, The Manikin is noteworthy for its characters 
drawn from different social classes, its fluent yet economical prose and its creation of 
atmosphere.

DEEP SPACE. Eric Frank Russell. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 1956. 20 cm. 
250 pages. 
The nine stories in this book all fall within the category of “Science Fiction’ but vary 
widely in theme. Most of them are set on other planets, but the beings they deal 
with are for the most part human or quasi-human in psychology. There is wit, 
occasionally of a somewhat mordant kind, as in the story, ‘Witness’, about a refugee 
creature from another planet who is brought to trial for arriving illegally in the 
United States. Each tale is well contrived, and the standard of writing well above 
the average. 


A CONTEST OF LADIES. William Sansom. Hogarth Press, 13s.6d. 1956. 
19 cm. 256 pages. 

Mr. Sansom’s new collection of short stories, if it represents no great advance in his 
customary expertise, is at any rate as richly varied as any book he has produced. 
The title-stogy, concerning a group of beauty-queens unexpectedly billeted on a 
middle-aged bachelor, is written in Mr. Sansom’s most amusing vein of comic 
fantasy which has lately been gaining favour with him. There are several of his 
macabre stories, and as usual he excels at the scene-painting of his tales, in which still 
life is not only elaborately described but animated. 


WATERFRONT. Budd Schulberg. Bodley Head, 15s. 1956. 20°5 cm. 
284 pages. 

Budd Schulberg wrote the screen-play of the film of this title, which won first prize 
at the Venice Film Festival. Here he has turned the same material into a novel. The 
book, unlike the film, does not desert realism for the sake of a conventionally happy 
ending. Its setting is the New York dockside; its theme, terrorism, and the kind of 
courage which is required to face it. In his treatment of moral issues, as well as in his 
description of the waterside community, Schulberg writes vividly, simply and with 
authority. An exciting and impressive tale. 


FREIGHTER. Susan Yorke. Macdonald, 12s.6d. 1956. 20-5 cm. 192 pages. 


The action takes place aboard an old freighter which is making an Atlantic crossing. 
One of the passengers is Robert Rettner, a talented musician whose career as a 
pianist came to an end when he had an accident that permanently injured his hands. 
At first resentful of his fellow-passengers, he comes to realise that they, too, have 
their problems. By the end of the voyage he has determined to re-start his musical 
career as a composer. Miss Yorke’s narrative, written in sensitive and economical 
prose, reveals a mature understanding of human nature. 


SIX PEOPLE AND LOVE. Stella Zilliacus. Putnam, 13s.6d. 1956. 
22°5 cm. 234 pages. 

Miss Zilliacus plays a role as well as being the narrator in each of these six short 
stories of love and marriage in contemporary Europe. The originality of these stories 
lies in the author’s cosmopolitan background and her familiarity with the inborn 
prejudices and unspoken assumptions concerning love of many different nationalities. 
Her plots are skilfully woven, introducing the conflicts generated not only by 
nationality but by war, ideologies and exile. The stories are written with no great 
literary pretensions, but the author’s experience, warmth and ease of manner make 
them enjoyable reading.

CHILDHOOD’S END. Arthur C. Clarke. Reprint. Pan Books, 2s. 1956. 
18 cm. 190 pages. Paper covers. 

Here is Science Fiction at its best. The theme of this ambitious tale (first published 

in 19$4) is no less than the end of the world. It opens with the peaceful invasion of 

Earth by a race of beings, at once more gifted and yet more limited than Man, whose 

task it is to prepare the human race for the final stage, tragic yet triumphant, of its 

history. It is gripping, moving, and even, at moments, awe-inspiring. 


THE YEAR OF THE LION. Gerald Hanley. Reprint. Pan Books, 2s. 1956. 
18 cm. 220 pages. Paper covers. 

This is the first of Mr. Hanley’s novels concerning the life of the British settler in 
East Africa. Here the canvas is less elaborate, the approach closer to autobiography. 
Its theme is the first year in the colony of a young man fresh from England, and the 
invasion of his physical and mental being by Africa—the heat, the unending struggle 
against a hostile Nature, and the unexpected qualities both of the natives and of his 
own compatriots. It is a novel of considerable power, written with an unusual 
combination of intense personal emotion and detachment. It was first published in 
1953. 


THE GOLDEN BOWL. Henry James. 4th edition. Methuen, 15s. 1956. 
19 cm. $54 pages. 

This is the last of the group of three novels which began with The Wings of the Dove 
and which, for the subtlety of their psychological analysis, are the most ambitious 
that James ever wrote. On the surface the theme follows a favourite Jamesian pattern, 
the relations between rich American and impoverished European aristocrat. But at 
a deeper level the novel, which deals only with four characters, is a study of two 
fatally interwoven marriages and of the conflict of passion with the dictates of a 
highly conventional society. 


THE BETROTHED. I Promessi Sposi. A Tale of XVII Century Milan. 
Alessandro Manzoni. Translated from the Italian with a new preface by Archibald 
Colquhoun. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1956. 18-5 cm. $62 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman's 
Library) 

This great nineteenth century classic, long neglected in England, has lately experienced 

a revival in popularity, due more than anything else to the excellence of Mr. 

Colquhoun’s translation. The book was written in a language of direct human 

communication, which revolutionised the academic Italian commonly accepted in 

Manzoni’s time as the proper medium for fiction. The present translation conveys 

both the colloquial force and the dignity of the original. The translator contributes a 

valuable introduction on Manzoni’s life and work.

UNCHARTED VOYAGE. Bill Brown. Cape, t0s.6d. 1956. 20°5 cm. 
252 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by William Stobbs. Endpaper map. 
Seth Cabbit sails across the Pacific from San Francisco to Tahiti, with two other boys, 
to find out who his parents were and to claim his inheritance. The schooner Ezekial 
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weathers fog and storm and the doldrums, and the boys lose their way and nearly die 
of starvation. The discovery of Seth’s royal identity and the foiling of an attempt to 
impersonate him are further excitements in a rousing adventure story (for boys of 
12-15) that also contains much fascinating lore about sailing, the Pacific Ocean, and 
the South Sea Islands. 


BEYOND THE PAWPAW TREES. The Story of Anna Lavinia. Palmer 

Brown. Methuen, 8s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 128 pages. Drawings by the author. 
Children of seven to ten will appreciate this engaging little fairy story which is gaily 
illustrated by its American author. It tells how Anna Lavinia, on one of those lavender 
blue days when something extraordinary usually happens, travelled in a curious train 
to the point where horizontals meet, met many odd creatures and found the legendary 
pot of gold. An original and beguiling story. 


THEN THERE WERE FIVE. SPIDERWEB FOR TWO. Elizabeth 
Enright. Heinemann, 8s.6d. each. 1956. 20-5 cm. 248: 216 pages. Drawings by the 
author. 

The first book is an account of a glorious summer in America enjoyed by the four 

Melendy children at their home in the country: collecting scrap and making new 

friends in the process, swimming, exploring, fishing, keeping house, celebrating a 

birthday, holding a combined auction and fair, and, best of all, acquiring a new 

brother. The second is devoted to the two youngest Melendys, whose loneliness 
when the others go away to school is diverted by an ingenious treasure hunt devised 
to keep them occupied until the summer holidays come round again. Children of 

10-15 will delight in these books. Miss Enright knows her countryside and her 

descriptive skill makes each scene vivid; she can capture the very feel of youth; and 

she knows what interests children and what they enjoy doing. Her books are happy 
books, so well conceived and written that they merit a lasting place in children’s 
literature. 


THE LAST BATTLE. C. S. Lewis. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 1956. 20°5 cm. 
184 pages. Illustrations by Pauline Baynes. 


The land of Narnia is plunged into chaos by an unscrupulous impersonation of Aslan, 
the Great Lion who created Narnia. Two children from Earth render aid to the 
King, but they cannot withstand the forces against them, and Aslan himself intervenes 
to put an end to Narnia and transport its worthier occupants to the next world. 
Professor Lewis's allegorical tale points a stern moral regarding the consequences of 
tyranny, greed and self-seeking. His descriptive power is considerable and some 
details are perhaps a little frightening but the ending is serene enough and the whole 
is obviously the work of an ingenious intellect. For children of 12-16 it provides 
matter for wonder and surmise. The illustrations are well suited to the text. 


Non-Fiction 

ARCTIC ASSIGNMENT. The Story of the St. Roch. F. S. Farrar. Edited 
by Barrett Bonnezen. Macmillan (Toronto and London), 11s.6d. 1956. 21-5 cm. 
188 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Vernon Mould. Endpaper maps. 
(Great Stories of Canada) 

In 1940 the St. Roch, a schooner of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, left Van- 

couver, British Columbia, to make the first navigation of the Northwest Passage 

from West to East, reaching Halifax, Nova Scotia, over two years later. The story 
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of the voyage, which was planned to take ninety days, is graphically told by the first 
mate, Sergeant Farrar. Buffeted by storms, trapped in the treacherous ice, the crew 
spent two winters in the Arctic, enduring great hardships, but all the time carrying on 
the normal duties of a northern patrol, visiting Eskimo settlements, delivering supplies 
and maintaining law and order. For children of 12 and over. 


INSIDE THE ATOM. THE WONDER WORLD OF STRANGE 
PLANTS. Marie Neurath. Max Parrish, each 7s.6d. cloth: 6s. boards. 1956. 22 cm. 
36 pages. Numerous illustrations in colour. 

The first book explains the structure of the atom, describes the atomic structure of 

various materials such as carbon, salt, uranium, etc., and shows how the varying 

behaviour or control of the particles inside the atom accounts for the phenomena of 
electric current, radioactivity, atomic explosion, the heat of the sun, and so on. The 
second book explains how plants live and continue their species. We learn of plants 
that eat insects, a waterplant whose leaf can support the weight of a child, a plant— 
the world’s largest—which has no leaves or stem or proper roots, and a strangler tree 
which can shelter a village. The explanatory text is concise and thoughtfully simple, 
and the exceptionally clear diagrams and drawings merit high praise. The first is 
suitable for children of thirteen upwards, the second for the 11-14’s. 


ODHAMS JUNIOR DICTIONARY, Illustrated. Compiled by Jean 
Robertson and G. B. T. Nicholls. Odhams Press, 13s.6d. 1956. 21-5 cm. 624 pages. 
Numerous drawings. 

A dictionary that will arouse the curiosity of young readers and convince them of its 

usefulness. The explanations of words and idioms and the sentences illustrating their 

use are clear and direct, and the pronunciation scheme is easy. The many line drawings 
will be sought out for their own sake and will encourage the ‘reading’ of the 
dictionary. Although the book is designed for children of nine and upwards, its 

22,000 words, lists of common spelling errors, abbreviations, foreign words and 

phrases, and French irregular verbs will extend its appeal beyond school age.
